NEOPLASTIGENIC SENSITIVITY 


The development technical methods for the 
study “latent neoplasms” “subthreshold neo- 
plastic states,” currently reported Rous,’ Kidd 
and the Rockefeller Institute. 


When carcinogenic agent applied mam- 
malian skin nearly always elicits preliminary be- 
nign growths. These precancerous states have thus 
far received relatively little attention, due largely 
the fact that the mouse, the commonest ex- 
perimental animal, the initial “warts” are prone 
become malignant very soon. rabbits, however, 
the initial neoplasms retain their benign character 
for long periods time,* only small percentage 
them becoming malignant after months years 
repeated tarring. the tarring interrupted 
the benign stage, the growths almost invariably 
dwindle and disappear, the skin being restored 
apparently normal. About ten years ago, however, 
was shown des Ligneris* South Africa, 
that this restoration phy siologically incomplete, 
the apparently normal skin remaining for many 
months hypersusceptible tar. reapplication 
tar there explosive response, new warts 
often appearing within days contrasted with 
the months tarring required normal controls.

“traumatic cancer” may well have been virus 
other carcinogenic agent, which “may have done 
its work years before and the cells rendered neo- 
plastic [may have] remained ever since within their 
morphological context, incapable asserting them- 
selves until some intercurrent accident—a blow, 
wound, burn—stirs them proliferation.” The 
medicolegal bearing this synergic theory 
obvious.

Bowl area, near Norden, California, 153 persons 
received first-aid for accidental injuries sustained 
while skiing. This service was provided mem- 
bers the Sugar Bowl Ski Club, expert skiers 
who are trained first-aid performance under the 
difficult conditions snow-covered, mountainous 
terrain.

PREVENTION FLAT FEET 


The human foot not perfectly adapted struc- 
ture. Evidence points the fact that pronated 
foot more likely give rise pain prolonged 
standing walking than supinated foot. When 
mild varus (inversion) deformity gives rise pain, 
does principally the result callus forma- 
tion the lateral aspect the foot. does not, 
however, cause severe aching pain that reverse 
deformity valgus (flat foot) equal severity 
may cause. weight bearing, the normal foot 
constantly being thrust into position valgus 
pronation. 


Few will deny that the therapy pronated feet 
not satisfactory. This evidenced the multi- 
plicity methods treating pes valgus. Many 
the methods, indeed, are based diametrically op- 
posite principles. For instance, Blundell Bankhart 
believes the longitudinal arch the foot indi- 
vidual with painful pes valgus should flattened 
completely. Most authorities believe that every 
effort should made increase the height the 
longitudinal arch the use arch supports 
shoe corrections. 

Can flat feet prevented? Most prophylactic 
measures for pes valgus are performed children 
from three thirteen years age. But this not 
too late start prevention? The Chinese, when 
they wished reshape foot into the type they 
considered beautiful, started binding the feet 
early age. not wait correct obvious 
club-foot (equino varus) until the child three, 
but prefer start shortly after birth. 

all infants’ feet with adhesive tape into position 
varus few days after birth. The obstetrician 
and pediatrician could this just easily they 
prescribe formulae for infant feeding. Strapping 
could continued for period one month. The 
resultant atrophy the leg musculature would 
negligible. Another objection that might raised 
this procedure that the new-born’s foot 
normally slightly inverted. However, this inversion 
disappears within one week after birth, leaving the 
infant’s foot valgus (flat foot) position.

PEYRONIE’S DISEASE FIBROUS 
SOME OBSERVATIONS*

EFINITION.—Peyronie’s disease, fibrous 

cavernositis plastic induration the penis, 
connotes abnormal fibrous thickening fibroma 
elaboration limited the tissues over the dorsum 
the penis. The septum sheaths the corpora 
cavernosa are involved with extension asym- 
metric manner into the tunica albuginea. The 
unique character and unequal distribution this 
fibrous change ultimately makes for painful angu- 
lation deformity the erect penis, that coitus 
difficult impossible.

Contrary custom treating fibrous 
cavernositis, this article shall attempt diligent 
abstract the exhaustive bibliography; shall 
constitute vade mecum nor syllabus au- 
thoritative quotations; shall venture new 
descriptive synonym; shall recount unusual 
histological discovery; shall compile grad- 
grind table statistics, and shall undertake 
blitzkrieg the disease reason infallible 
personalized remedy. fine, this paper ex- 
pressly concerns itself with the 
aspects fibrous cavernositis, and hopes foster 
thereby wider recognition the malady and 
more sympathetic treatment withal. 


Need for Recognition Fibrous Cavernositis. 
The need for more universal 
fuller comprehension anent fibrous cavernositis 
self-evident any urologist experience. More- 
over, there exists currently exiguity scientific 
literature treating the subject, save highly 
specialized journals with narrow circulation. 
Almost twenty years urological observation, plus 
close professional rapprochement with host 
general practitioners during this interval, have 
sponsored certain tenets with regard the malady. 
These might tabulated somewhat follows: 


Perhaps obvious lesion (leastwise not 
the urological realm) constitutes 
stumbling-block for the general practitioner, and 
certainly none more often him. 
astounding the number men who have never even 
heard fibrous cavernositis. Others quite inno- 
cently inaugurate treatment for chordee, stricture, 
“enlarged lymph gland,” dorsal thrombophlebitis, 
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lymphangitis, cancer. substantiate this con- 
tention, series twelve referred cases will di- 
rectly examined, eleven which were either 
erroneously diagnosed not diagnosed all. 
the behest accuracy and for comparative pur- 
poses, this series arbitrarily limited patients 
under observation and treatment for least nine 
months. (Seven additional cases are not included 
because they failed tarry the prerequisite time 
and with characteristic impetuousity did “fade 
return.) 

Few diseases have greater psychic com- 
plexion and none the mental anguish more 
genuine. Mindful the basic nature the sexual 
impulse and its relation the personality en- 
semble, the effect copulative frustration, either 
reason pain physical distortion, both, 
item first magnitude. The corresponding 
reaction depends somewhat upon the age, tempera- 
ment, and actual degree contravention. 

The victim usually afflicted, likewise, with 
wanderlust that thwarts prolonged observation 
and defeats rational treatment. With all the zeal 
Sir Galahad, organizes quest for cure. 
vacillatory crescendo “makes the rounds” 
and often ricochets into the charlatan’s office. 
Time, money, and effort are vainly expended, 
that eventually the patient becomes despondent, 
and disgruntled, “sours” the 
profession generally. Suicide may close the picture. 

Since form therapy currently entirely 
satisfactory (as attested the number and di- 
versity remedial expedients), still becomes 
necessary invocate the art practice the 
days yore. The modern physician long 
science, but short art. 

justify these tenets and expedite the ob- 
jective, seems logical, first, examine the clinical 
material and then stress some the highlights 
this morbid entity. 


FIBROUS CAVERNOSITIS 


Synonyms.—This morbid entity was first de- 
scribed that celebrated French surgeon, Fran- 
ciscura Peyronie (1678-1747). The many 
contributors since his time have added but little 
his original exposé, save imposing array 
formidable synonyms and fantastic etiological theo- 
ries. few the commoner synonyms are, 
Peyronie’s disease, Van Buren’s disease, plastic 
induration the penis, fibrosclerotic plaque, in- 
durated plaque, enchondroma, fibrosclerosis, nodes, 
ganglia, plastic concretions, and fibrous tumor 
the corpora cavernosa. 


Occurrence. 


Peyronie’s disease respecter persons, but 
attacks with equal facility men all walks life. 
The commonest age visitation from fifty 
sixty, but not without some rivalry the en- 
suing decade. Occasionally, much younger men are 
harassed similarly. 


Judgment based solely upon reported cases 
(presently some 630) would seem indicate the 
rarity this malady. Conclusions this sort

are likely erroneous, because most the afflicted 
are seen the general practitioner and seldom 
reported. Reticence embarrassment (his man- 
hood being challenged) may interdict consulta- 
tion. Manifestations may slight and punctuated 
long periods quiescence. Modest anatomic 
change, especially attended more equable 
fairly uniform distribution, provokes little incon- 
venience. Homogeneous and adjacent axisym- 
metric nodes facilitate counterpoise the erect 
organ and thereby tend offset negate dis- 
tortional influences. Moreover, since these symp- 
toms are prone occur era shifted sexual 
values (elimination now holds the greater psycho- 
logical interest) adequate compensatory adjust- 
ment may forthcoming without medical advice. 


Clinical Factors. 


Symptoms are rather consonant the degree, 
extent, and type morbid deviation. Invariably, 
some shade copulative difficulty brings the pa- 
tient the physician. Pain, which experienced 
only when the phallus turgid, may discourage 
actually preclude coitus. The erect organ may 
bend upward (when maximum involvement 
the base) angulated one side (always 
the direction the greatest pathologic change 
because resultant segmental such 
manner hinder technically prevent intro- 
mission. combination both pain and deformity 
may accrue with accent either. 

Examination the penis discloses palpable 
thickening limited usually the dorsum. This 
thickening may most conspicuous the mid- 
line along the septum and advance linear 
manner over the sagittal plane the phallus, only 
spread laterally unequal fashion across 
the sheaths the corpora. One, series 
plaques nodes, often bosselated character, 
with distinct edges, either the midline sweep- 
ing laterally toward but not involving the caput 
glans, are plainly felt. These nodes some- 
times are hyperesthetic touch, but more often 
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responsive only firm compression vehement 
are never attached the skin above 
nor they invade the bodies the corpora caver- 
nosa beneath. The corpus spongiosum never 
affected (Figs. 3). These plaques have usu- 
ally rubbery cartilaginous consistency, but may 
dense, unyielding, even bonelike substance. 
For graphic picture, one might conceive the phal- 
lus bedecked with miniature western-type saddle, 
the saddle equipped with pelican horn, 
horns, and either being somewhat askew po- 
sition having abbreviated skirt and fender 
one side. our brief series, the were 
oftenest the midline behind the caput, rather 
than the base the penis. 

The clinical course Peyronie’s disease both 
whimsical and quite unpredictable. definite 
pattern followed. That this disease both in- 
sidious onset and slow development mani- 
fested the years which often lapse between the 
prodromal symptoms and the time when the phy- 
sician first consulted. Moreover, clinical obser- 
vation has proved that this disease may lie dormant 
for long periods without progress. Improvement 
may occur spontaneously with without treat- 
ment. Spontaneous cures have been reported, but 
are equivocal. Any change, whether benevolent 
sinister, apt subtle and dilatory 
character. Prognostic forecasts should, therefore, 
guarded and cognizance taken this bizarre 
demeanor. 

ANATOMY 


The findings our three operative cases were 
nearly identical with variance only distri- 
each instance, pearl-gray, glisten- 
ing scar-like tissue unbelievable density was 
moulded heterogeneously and almost inseparably 
over the septum and dorsal aspects the tunica 
albuginea. divers points, this tissue, with 
rather striated appearance, was concentrated into 
mounds, heaps, nodules. Extirpation was diffi- 
cult, and the knife blade rasped harshly over the 
cut surface. Histologic sections revealed cellular 
architecture not unlike hard fibroma, compact 
bundles connective tissue with paucity cellu- 
lar elements. Here and there coarse collagenous 
fibers arranged close parallel formation were 
apparent. inflammatory change nor round-cell 
infiltration was evident. calcific deposition nor 
osseous metaplasia was discernible. 
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ETIOLOGY 


The causative factor unknown. Trauma ap- 
pears more plausible than factual. From practi- 
cal standpoint, actual trauma—worthy etiologic 
note—must vouched for and accompanied 
congruent physical evidence. The lues, 
gonorrhea, diabetes, gout arthritis unproved. 
Moreover, effective treatment these coexistent 
disorders rarely productive, and antisyphilitic 
therapy (if the Wassermann positive) seldom 
avails herein. The age incidence suggests de- 
generative retrograde change bound with the 
problem senescence. 


This fibroma, keloid-like formation, may 
eventually undergo metaplasia, with transforma- 
tion into cartilage osteoid tissue. That such 
distinctive pathological entity could phylo- 
genetic throwback, even remotely related the 
penis priapi, anatomic and physiologic 
structure normally present certain lower ani- 
mals, seems fatuous. who has done much 
work the male copulatory organs mammals, 
points out that certain mammal groups have 
terminal corpus cavernosum the pars intrapre- 
putialis, forming caput penis which frequently 
presents bony structure the “corpus fibrosum.” 
This bone, which replete with true osseous ele- 
ments, has characteristic shape and form for each 
species and lies the glans caput. Anatomically 
this bone situated dorsal the urethra, which 
often partly surrounds and close proximity 
the corpus spongiosum. Figure sagittal repro- 
duction the seal’s penis (which fairly repre- 
sentative) graphically illustrates how dissimilar 
size, position, and form the anatomic priapi 
those morbid lesions commonly encountered 
Peyronie’s disease. 

The undaunted proponent atavism may find 
support the study the “tail” certain primi- 
tive amphibia, although phallic evolution really 
begins with the disappearance the cloaca. The 
presence therein certain peculiar acellular 
sesamoid-like bones—the Nobelian bones 
recently studied the Ascaphus 
may have some etiologic import plastic in- 
duration. 


DIFFERENTIAL DIAGNOSIS 


The subjective and objective symptoms should 
signalize Peyronie’s disease. 

Plastic induration, because the penile angu- 
lation, often confused with chordee. Chordee 
always contingent upon lusty urethral inflammation 
(usually gonorrhea, heroic therapy stricture 
with secondary implication the sub- 
jacent corpus spongiosum. Since the inelastic seg- 
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ment beneath the urethra, the turgid penis bends 
down (instead the side upward, 
Peyronie’s disease) with painful manifestations, 
dependent upon the inflammatory reaction. 


The inflammatory nature acute cavernositis 
and dorsal thrombophlebitis distinguishes these 
entities. Traumatic sclerosis following injuries, 
wounds fractures the cavernous bodies, 
readily differentiated from plastic induration. 


Rare instances massive bone deposition the 
penis, roentgenologically apparent but both region- 
ally and etiologically obscure, should not con- 
founded with Peyronie’s disease. 


Syphilitic gummata cavernositis uncommon 
and involves the spongy tissue rather than the 
tunica albuginea. Hence, there angulation 
and the lesion tractable antiluetic therapy. 


Carcinoma usually begins the glans about 
the urethra. destructive character, painful 
nature, and often ulcerates early. biopsy con- 
firms the diagnosis. 


TREATMENT 


The management this disease tries the soul 
the conscientious physician (not mention the 
patient’s) and makes him wish for proximity 
Mimir’s well. Any possible choice from his arma- 
mentarium apt shoot wide the mark, 
whether selects the more conservative fibrolytic 
bullet, either medicinal (such potassium iodid, 
fibrolysin, more recently and quite empirically, 
sodium gold thiosulfate) physical (such dia- 
thermy, radium element and x-ray), whether 
fires the more radical bullet extirpation. Most 
these fibrolytic bullets are poorly designed 
pack charges quite inadequate for the task hand, 
that the finest clinical spotting scope often 
unable discover “hit” (7. detect com- 
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mensurable gross change the morbid lesion), 
and achievement must predicated solely upon 
the patient’s asseveration. With the high velocity 
bullet extirpation, the initial relief usually 
propitious and striking, but the end-result often 
conditioned subsequent recurrence the scar 
tissue. 

Obviously, there specific for fibrous 
cavernositis, and more apt therapy necessarily 
awaits upon etiological enlightenment. Moreover, 
there are too many imponderables bound with 
the personal equation, and the vagaries this dis- 
ease set forth any therapeutic regime for uni- 
versal application. Treatment must, therefore, 
suited the individual every instance—first, 
last, and always. 


Consideration Therapy.—No evaluation 
the various modalities used herein possi- 
ble because of: (1) the meager clinical material 
studied, (2) the personal equation (inclusive 
the morbid change and the particular shade 
sexual incompatibility), (3) the enigmatic course 
the malady, and (4) the relative and intangible 
character the end-results, reported those 
under treatment. must, therefore, content our- 
selves with impressions and brief discussion 
the different therapeutic vehicles utilized. 

Medicinal Treatment.—We have seen tangi- 
ble physical evidence benefit from either so- 
dium gold thiosulfate potassium iodid, although 
cures have been reported following the use the 
latter. 


Medical Diathermy.—While the action and use- 
fulness this vehicle may questioned somati- 
cally, has demonstrable merit psychically and 
especially with the more intelligent patient. Treat- 
ments may given the office or, better, advo- 
cated telatherm small diathermy 
machine (so adjusted that burn harm can 
occur and equipped with special penile electrode) 
may given the patient for use libitum his 
home. Wesson reports two cases treated, and 
under observation for over seven years, clinically 
“cured.” 
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Radium and X-ray.—Radium element, properly 
screened, was used for average 180 mgh. 
The exact dosage, the number applications, and 
the region treated was conditioned the patho- 
logic change hand, X-ray therapy was similarly 
regulated, and exposure (standard 200,000 volt 
apparatus) usually equaled one-third eryth- 
ema dose for five treatments five-day intervals. 
This therapy was under the supervision Dr. 
Cook, radiologist the Mercy Hospital. 
Both these potentialities have value, but end-results 
appear stand-off. They should given fair 
trial, individually combination, the more 
urgent case before resorting surgery. 


Operation.—This procedure should reserved 
for the more adamant and difficult case. inter- 
esting note that two our operative cases were 
undertaken because importunities the wives 
concerned. The patient should apprised 
possible sequelae. Plastic concepts should closely 
followed, and the incision made accordion-pleated 
rather than linear, obviate recurrent scar for- 
mation. For the same reason, adroit handling 
the tunica albuginea expedient. Results depend, 
small measure, upon the skill the surgeon 
and his knowledge plastic technique. 


CONCLUSION 


Neither cause nor cure for Peyronie’s dis- 
ease presently discernible. 

This disease, which insidious onset, has 
greatest incidence after fifty, and the nodes, which 
are seldom tender, eventually betray their pres- 
ence deflected erections with concomitant pain. 

The diagnosis frequently missed because 
cursory examination. 

Psychic trends are often conspicuously associ- 
ated with Peyronie’s disease. 

indurated plaque with distinct edges and 
tightly adherent Buck’s fascia pathognomonic. 

These plaques, which involve only the sep- 
tum the tunica albuginea, both, initially com- 
prise dense fibrous tissue, but may later undergo 
cartilaginous, osteochondrous osseous meta- 
plasia. 

Since spontaneous regressions are common 
this disease, the last remedy used may falsely 
credited with cure and mistakenly extolled.

COMMENT 


was found that the side treated with the 
1000 radiations received total skin dose ap- 
proximately per cent more roentgens, meas- 
sured, than the adjacent surface treated with the 
200 radiations, then practically equal skin re- 
actions developed—equal time appearance, 
degree erythema, extent blistering and peel- 
ing, pigmentation, and subjective symptoms Figs. 
and 2). Doses that produce such similar reactions 
are obviously “biologically equivalent,” matter 
what the variation physical units. secure such 
biologically equivalent reactions not only must the 
final total skin dose, but also each fraction, 
per cent greater roentgens.

parison because the amount backscatter, which 
also affects the skin, different for the two 
qualities (Chart 1). much greater increase than 
per cent the number roentgens measured 
air required 1000 radiations because 
the decreased backscatter.

more produce the same effect the 
tumor? false and misleading, both the laity 
and other physicians and surgeons, speak 
“bigger doses.” should use the term “biologi- 
cally equivalent” doses until the physicists provide 
with truly comparative measure use the 
various voltage radiations. 

are not here concerned with the advantages 
disadvantages one the other types radi- 
ation. Our aim has been the demonstration that 
similar skin reactions will produced widely 
different qualities radiation biologically com- 
parable methods treatment are employed. 


CONCLUSIONS 


Similar skin reactions can produced 200 
and 1000 radiations opposite sides the 
abdomen the same patient. 


The similarity (1) Time appear- 
ance; (2) Degree erythema; (3) Extent 
blistering and peeling; (4) Degree pigmenta- 
tion; (5) Subjective symptoms. 

The physical doses, measured thimble 
chamber, are not the same. required approxi- 
mately per cent more roentgens the “total 
skin dose” the 1000 radiations.

LOOD transfusion one the outstanding 

accomplishments modern scientific medicine. 
became possible through the discovery the 
blood groups Landsteiner 1900. The multiple 
syringe method probably the best method for 
direct transfer fresh blood. The indirect citrate 
method has largely supplanted direct methods, be- 
cause its ease and simplicity. the Los Ange- 
les County Hospital the citrate method 
has been the routine procedure for about ten years. 
the Mayo Clinic the citrate method has been 
routinely used for more than twenty years. 


While the use refrigerated blood was intro- 
duced during the World War (1918), that method 
attracted little attention this country till about 
three years ago. July, 1937, Fantus Cook 
County Hospital published The Journal the 
American Medical Association description 
their “blood was called “bank” because 
the refrigeration storage system necessitated plan 
for deposit and blood analogous 
the depositing funds bank for the establish-

the Los Angeles County General Hospital 
the plan appeared attractive, and the practicability 
utilizing was studied. offered three distinct 
advantages. 

would save precious time emergencies 
where haste was necessary save lives, and where 
the old system finding suitable donor, involv- 
ing the necessary tests, including compatibility tests 
and serologic tests for syphilis, and the collecting 
the blood, often proved too time-consuming. 

would prevent the all too frequent acci- 
dent giving blood from donor who was later 
proved, the routine Wassermann and Kahn 
tests, Wassermann-positive, notwithstanding 
the fact that the preliminary emergency serology 
test (Kline test) appeared negative. 
well-recognized fact that there definite, ir- 
reducible minimum disagreement between the 
Wassermann complement-fixation test and the 
flocculation test. Under the blood bank system 
would possible test all blood used, routine 
methods, and avoid using any such questionable 
bloods. 

would make possible the saving many 
thousands dollars which were being spent for 
professional paid donors. 


All three these expectations have been real- 
ized actual experience with the stored blood 
method. 

ARMAMENTARIUM 


The equipment, including chiefly large refriger- 
ator with suitable drawers for the various types 
blood the different stages sterility 
ology tests, was provided. The necessary forms 
and rules procedure were established. Janu- 
ary, 1938, the method was begun routinely, and 
the end the second year, January, 1940, about 
8,500 transfusions had been given with refriger- 
ated blood. This would average about 
twelve transfusions daily. With this large volume 
blood deposited and withdrawn daily, has been 
found that there very little blood lost be- 
coming too old for use. The present rule use 
blood which has been storage longer than 
seven days. The types blood accepted are, 
course, chiefly type and type since these consti- 
tute the great majority both donors and patients, 
and since type (the universal donor type) used 
freely for patients any the four groups. The 
use type blood for patients the other groups 
not the rule followed many clinics where only 
donors the same type the patient are used.

TIME LIMIT BLOOD STORAGE

original report from Cook County Hospital, the 
statement was made that the blood could used 
later, they had reduced the time “ten days.” 
our hospital, first the blood was used ten 
days. Experience led reduce this seven 
days. When blood kept longer than this, some 
the cells begin hemolyze. most depend- 
able experimental observations dealing with this 
point with which acquainted were published 
Wiener and Schaeffer last October. Doctor 
Wiener Brooklyn the well-known authority 
blood typing, whose book widely used and 
regarded authoritative. noted three facts: 

That blood stored citrate solution were 
used later than seven eight days the transfused 
cells disappeared from the recipient’s blood 
much faster rate than fresh blood were used, 
blood stored for less than eight days. 


That blood transfused later than the seventh 
eighth day produced detectable hemoglobin- 
emia, determined colorimeter tests. 

That the older blood were used actual 
hemolytic jaundice could detected the re- 
cipient. 

recognized, both from clinical observation 
and animal experimentation, that such hemoglobin- 
emia injurious, particularly the kidneys. 


ANTICOAGULANT PRESERVING FLUID 


Sodium citrate solution, 2.5 per cent physio- 
logic saline, the usual solution employed. 
Cook County Hospital, for preserving 500 cubic 
centimeters blood, cubic centimeters 2.5 
per cent citrate used but when the blood trans- 
fused, another equal amount saline solution 
added, that the blood actually diluted more 
than double its original volume. the Los Ange- 
les County General Hospital, 250 cubic centimeters 
per cent sodium citrate used. One important 
advantage this technique that, with this larger 
amount fluid when the blood allowed flow 
into the diluting fluid from the donor’s vein, practi- 
cally agitation the container necessary 
prevent clotting the blood, which not true 
the smaller amount diluting fluid used. 

Considerable experimental work with different 
diluting fluids has been reported, notably that 
DeGowin (and coworkers) the University 
They have arrived the routine plan 
using 750 cubic centimeters dextrose and so- 
dium citrate solution for 500 cubic centimeters 
blood. Such mixture will protect the blood 
against hemolysis such remarkable degree that 
the blood may kept the refrigerator for peri- 
ods thirty days and still usable. Such 
method evidently presents marked advantages for 
small hospitals where slower turnover obtains. 


OPTIMUM TEMPERATURE FOR REFRIGERATION 


For the two years that our refrigerator has been 
operating, has been kept degrees centigrade 
degrees). According reports from Cook 
County Hospital, they originally used degree 
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average temperature, but more recently they have 
changed degrees, with maximum degrees. 
DeGowin states they use temperature de- 
grees centigrade. 


have recently adopted plan suggested 
DeGowin, refrigerating the diluting fluid its 
container, prior drawing the blood from the vein 
into the fluid. observed definite superiority 
blood rapidly chillcd this way the feature 
less rapid hemolysis. 

Another observation DeGowin seems 
considerable importance, namely, that un- 
necessary heat the blood body temperature 
just before the transfusion begins. has fol- 
lowed this plan several hundred cases without 
any evident untoward effects. 


LABORATORY TESTS 


The use stored blood makes possible 
carry the essential routine laboratory tests with 
accuracy and deliberation. These tests 

Determination the type blood, whether 
steiner terminology. 

Cross-matching with the blood the patient 
just prior its use. Rather surprisingly, the 
Mayo Clinic routine procedure omit this 
cross-matching, depending entirely the inde- 
pendent typing the donor’s and the patient’s 
blood, determine the compatibility. feel that 
the additional safeguard cross-matching worth 
the trouble giving added confidence its com- 
patibility. 

Testing the blood for bacteriologic sterility. 

Making the serologic tests for syphilis. 
our laboratory, for years these have included the 
Wassermann complement-fixation test (Kolmer 
and the Kahn flocculation test. 


TRANSFUSION REACTIONS 


Occasional untoward reactions accompany 
follow the introduction the blood. The symp- 
toms constituting such reactions include pain 
the back chest, dyspnea, chills and fever, flush- 
ing the face, signs shock, nausea and vomit- 
ing, and, occasionally, later evidences hemolysis, 
with hemoglobinemia and oliguria complete renal 
failure with anuria. 

The factors responsible and the mode their 
action are not entirely clear. They include (1) 
those relating the patient’s own condition, 
fevers and infections, and allergic reaction; 
(2) technical factors, such lack complete 
clinical and bacterial cleanliness (3) and the most 
important, probably, those concerned with the use 
incompatible blood, such occurs when mis- 
take made the type blood used. Probably 
more often incompatibility exists when blood 
used which contains so-called subgroup 
agglutinogen, which unrecognized and not 
readily detectable the routine typing methods. 

Statements from the Cook County Hospital ap- 
parently minimize the importance transfusion 
reactions. Other data from carefully supervised 
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transfusion services would indicate that approxi- 
mately per cent transfusions are accompa- 
nied reactions definite grade severity. 
DeGowin Iowa City frankly reports thirteen 
untoward reactions what calls “grave” 
nature 3,500 transfusions. these thirteen 
cases, seven ended fatally, five had serious renal 
insufficiency, and two, pulmonary edema. the 
past two years the Los Angeles County General 
Hospital there have occurred least one two 
deaths which were probably due renal failure 
incident severe hemolysis. these cases was 
shown, later rechecking the typing and the cross- 
matching, that mistakes had been made the 
typing the blood used. 

The chief technical errors which may re- 
sponsible for reactions, aside from the typing 
culties just lack cleanliness 
the tubing and other equipment and the effects 
the so-called that being the name given 
certain bacteria which are known grow the 
distilled water that used for the preparation 
the citrate solutions. This can controlled 
the immediate sterilization and protection from the 
air the distilled water. All work suc- 
cessfully done the manufacturing department 
the pharmacy the County Hospital, where 
the anticoagulant solutions are prepared and sealed. 

The only published comparison the incidence 
reactions transfusions with refrigerated blood 
and immediate citrate transfusions from the 
Mayo Clinic. Rochester, they are gradually 
coming use more and more the refrigerated 
blood, and their data for the past two three 
years show definite advantage the refrigerated 
blood over the immediate transfusions the inci- 
dence reaction, will seen lantern slide 
which plan put shortly. 

Considerable doubt exists regarding the innocu- 
ousness using type blood patients belong- 
ing one the other three groups. shall exhibit 
lantern slide which shows statistically that 
more reactions occur this combination than when 
homologous groups are exclusively used. 


OTHER CHANGES STORED BLOOD 


has been pointed out that certain chemical and 
biological changes occur stored blood, and the 
importance the dissolution the red cells has 
been discussed above. Although materially sig- 
nificant hemolysis occurs the bank blood during 
the first seven days, other changes occur, in- 
cluding the dissolution some the leukocytes 
and the blood platelets, well marked 
drop the prothrombin, and the blood sugar. An- 
other feature which considerable attention has 
been given the passage the potassium ions 
from the red cells into the blood plasma. This last 
item, according the best information now avail- 
able, practical significance. 

seems evident, however, that marked re- 
duction the leukocytes and platelets does lessen 
the value the blood conditions where these 
elements are needed, the thrombocytopenic 
purpuras and the agranulocytic anginas and aplastic 
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anemias. also obvious that efforts com- 
bat the hemorrhagic tendencies jaundice, blood 
with reduced content prothrombin would have 
less value than fresh blood. However, prob- 
ably true that the use vitamin and related 
substances much the most effective means 
combating these conditions, rather than trans- 
fusions. 
INDICATIONS FOR TRANSFUSIONS 


The chief indications for transfusions whole 
blood are acute hemorrhages, severe secondary 
anemias due hemorrhages and other causes, and 
shock, probable that altogether too many 
transfusions are given our hospital, well 
other places, insufficient grounds. Serious 
question exists regarding the wisdom trans- 
for sepsis and infections. Bates* North- 
western University not long ago presented data 
indicating that transfusion for septic conditions 
and leukemias are useless and sometimes even 
dangerous. 

Transfusions the condition dehydration 
often seen after extensive burns deserves some 
discussion. the nature the process there re- 
sults loss tissue fluids and blood plasma with 
blood condensation, and relative red cell increase, 
which would seem best corrected the ad- 
ministration blood plasma without the red cells. 
Some reports clinical observations confirm this 
view. 

somewhat similar condition exists many 
cases secondary shock without hemorrhage. 
appears logical that the intravenous administration 
citrated blood plasma from which the cells have 
been removed centrifugation will meet the indi- 
cation for rapid blood volume increase. Recent 
clinical reports practical application this 
method will support the view that most effec- 
tive life-saving procedure. 


SUMMARY AND CONCLUSION 


Use stored refrigerated blood has certain 
definite advantages large hospital. 

These include 

(a) Available blood for emergencies. 

(b) Time for careful, deliberate performance 
necessary laboratory tests. 

(c) marked financial saving. 

Published data show that reactions are not 


more frequent than with the immediate use 
citrated blood. 


The use type blood (universal donor) 
does not result more reactions than using ho- 
mologous blood. 


The stored blood particularly useful 
acute hemorrhage, secondary anemia, and shock. 


Blood transfusion therapeutic measure 
great value, but presents numerous problems 
which demand intensive investigation, particularly 
indications and contraindications, and the

AND NECK*

about the head and neck may result from 

variety pathological processes. Our present 
discussion will confined the various types 
neuralgia and the intractable pain resulting 
from malignant disease the cranial and cervical 
regions. 

MAJOR TRIGEMINAL NEURALGIA 

Most important, from the surgical standpoint, 
major trigeminal neuralgia tic douloureux. 
This condition distinct clinical entity, not 
confused with other neuralgias the face de- 
scribed below. The character the pain tic 
douloureux always the same and diagnostic. 
sharp, jabbing and lightning-like, occurring 
short paroxysms and stopping abruptly. Recur- 
rent attacks may occur from minutes hours 
apart, with complete relief between paroxysms. 
Often the patient wears expression appre- 
hension and fear anticipation further suffer- 
ing. The pain usually unilateral and may involve 
any all branches the fifth nerve, tending 
start one branch and gradually spread the 
others. The commonest points origin are the 
second maxillary division involving the infra- 
orbital region, and the third mandibular division 
which includes the lower jaw and tongue. From 
either these locations the pain may gradually 
spread the first division, ophthalmic branch, 
supplying the supra-orbital area, but seldom 
primary this division. 

The paroxysms are aggravated chewing, talk- 
ing, swallowing, exposure the face cold 
air. Trigger points are not uncommon, and the 
slightest touch may initiate attack pain. 
These areas are often about the angles the 
mouth, alae the nose, and may prevent wash- 
ing the face shaving. Such patients present 
pitiful picture emaciation, exhaustion, and 
fear. 

ETIOLOGY 


The etiology the disease still obscure. 
Various theories—infection, sclerotic changes and 
others—have been advanced account for tic 
douloureux, but none has been confirmed. The 
course progressive, with gradual spread other 
branches the fifth nerve, but with occasional 
spontaneous remissions which may last for several 
months even years, findings are evident 
objective examination. Trigeminal neuralgia 
disease usually appearing after the fourth decade, 
and rarely occurring before the age thirty years. 
The average age around fifty-five sixty years, 
and males and females are about equally affected. 


TREATMENT 


The majority patients undergo variety 
treatment, including extraction teeth, operations

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the nose, throat, and sinuses. None these 
procedures the slightest value the treatment 
tic douloureux. Conservative measures may 
tried. Trichlorethylene, used inhalant, may 
give temporary relief some cases. More 
cently, improvement has been reported with the 
use vitamin B,, but there has been too little 
experience with this yet allow any positive 
statement its value the duration im- 
provement. Alcohol injections neurectomies 
the peripheral branches the fifth nerve give 
temporary relief for from six eighteen months. 
Alcohol injections are confined largely the 
second and third divisions and their branches. 
These procedures are highly technical, and are not 
entirely without risk injury near-by struc- 
tures. They should undertaken only those 
highly conversant with such work. 

Peripheral neurectomies the supra- -orbital, 
infra-orbital and inferior dental nerve may done 
the pain confined their distribution. All 
these measures, however, are temporary benefit 
only. The great majority patients eventually 
require section the sensory root the gasserian 
ganglion which does not regenerate, that this 
procedure results permanent relief pain. The 
operation attended mortality rate only 
about one per cent despite the advanced age and 
poor physical condition many these patients. 
Following section the root, permanent anes- 
thesia the face results; times paresthesias 
are present which are annoying, but way 
comparable the previous pain. Section the 
root seldom done until previous alcohol injections 
have accustomed the patient numbness about the 
face. 

Certain refinements technique have been 
brought about since Frazier originally sectioned 
the sensory root 1901, suggested Spiller. 
Frazier later advocated sparing the motor root 
supplying the muscles mastication, 
quently spared the fibers the ophthalmic division 
when pain did not involve this area. this way 
possible avoid anesthesia the cornea, 
that special protection the eye necessary. 
More detailed differential section the root 
include only the fibers the involved area was 
later suggested Stookey. The operation now 
performed with straight incision inside the hair- 
line through small opening the temporal bone, 
and the approach entirely extradural. Dandy 
advocates approach through the posterior fossa, but 
the majority surgeons prefer the subtemporal 
route. The facial nerve not disturbed and, con- 
trary popular belief, facial paralysis not 
expected. Occasionally transient facial weakness 
occurs few days after operation because injury 
about the superficial petrosal nerve, but gradually 
clears completely. 

Sufferers from tic douloureux can completely 
relieved their pain and, early diagnosis 
made, may avoid many unnecessary surgical pro- 
cedures and spared months years suffering. 


GLOSSOPHARYNGEAL NEURALGIA 


Glossopharyngeal neuralgia also distinct 
entity and comparable the major neuralgia 
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the fifth nerve (tic douloureux), but less 
common. was first described Weisenberg 
1910, and characterized paroxysmal pain 
the base the tongue and the tonsillar fossa, 
radiating the region the ear and occasionally 
into the neck. The attack pain short and 
precipitated swallowing, chewing, touching 
the base the tongue. The pain sharp, stab- 
bing, and stinging character, and there often 
cough which occurs the conclusion 
accurate diagnosis can made 
cocainizing the tonsillar fossa, which will stop the 
pain long the cocain effective. Treatment 
consists intracranial section the ninth nerve, 
which affords complete relief pain without the 
production unpleasant residual symptoms. The 
slight sensory loss the palate and the unilateral 
loss taste the posterior portion the tongue 
are consequence. 


ATYPICAL FACIAL NEURALGIA 


Atypical facial neuralgia, called differen- 
tiate from tic douloureux, not uncommon 
condition. Much has been written about this con- 
dition, and has been subdivided into number 
individual neuralgias, which will not dealt 
with here. Their accurate identification these 
subdivisions difficult and often questionable, and 
the treatment all uniformly limited. The chief 
characteristic atypical neuralgia the face 
that the pain constant with exacerbations, 
contrast with the paroxysmal type pain occur- 
ring tic douloureux. often described 
deep, aching, burning type discomfort, and does 
not necessarily confine itself the distribution 
the fifth nerve. may overlap into the occipital 
cervical regions well, and may either uni- 
lateral bilateral. The onset likely rather 
abrupt without apparent etiological factor. some 
instances the symptoms may develop association 
with infection the sinuses, and not infrequently 
they appear after dental extractions. The etiologic 
factor, however, often entirely obscure, despite 
careful search for and eradication any possible 
foci infection that might contributing factors. 

The treatment these neuralgias presents 
very difficult problem. They are often aggravated 
operations the nose sinuses, re- 
peated attacks upon tooth socket jaw bone 
after dental extraction. Alcohol injections 
nerve trunks neurectomies are inadvisable, for 
they merely add annoying anesthesia without 
relief pain. Aside from the removal obvious 
foci infection, treatment should con- 
servative nature, attempt should made 
build the physical reserve general supportive 
measures, along both medical and dietary lines, 
well divert the patient’s mind, far 
possible, from constant attention his problem. 
Only occasionally have trichlorethylene inhalations 
appeared help. The regular use mild 
sedatives, such phenobarbital, helpful 
general measure. Very recently vitamin has 
been used these neuralgias with some success. 
difficult yet evaluate its therapeutic value 
accurately, but the results limited number 
cases have been encouraging. would appear ad- 
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visable employ large doses intravenously 


CONVULSIVE TIC 


Painful facial spasm convulsive tic rather 
rare condition associated with severe paroxysms 
facial pain accompanied spasmodic contrac- 
tions the facial muscles. These may involve any 
part the face, and care must taken not 
confuse this condition with tic douloureux. The 
etiology convulsive tic entirely unknown. 
Treatment not particularly satisfactory section 
the fifth nerve gives relief; section the 
seventh nerve stops the facial spasm, but the pain 
may 

POSTHERPETIC NEURALGIA 

Another very distressing condition, one fre- 
quent occurrence, postherpetic neuralgia. Her- 
pes zoster may involve any the branches 
the trigeminal nerve, but the ophthalmic branch 
about the forehead and eye most frequently 
affected. The pain constant burning charac- 
ter and may persist long after the eruptions have 
disappeared. not unusual for patient 
threaten suicide because constant, intense pain. 

the acute stages, iodids may helpful and, 
some instances, the intravenous use endo- 
arson (containing iodin, arsenic, and phosphorus 
will stop all pain when narcotics have been value- 
less, Injections pituitrin also have been used 
with some success. According some reports, 
diphtheria antitoxin has been used with relief 
pain. the other hand, these measures may 
afford very little relief chronic postherpetic 
Section branches the fifth nerve, the sen- 
sory root itself, are valueless and are contra- 
indicated. The use vitamin worthy 
trial, and x-ray therapy has been reported giving 
occasional relief. Unfortunately, many these 
patients are not benefited any known measures 
treatment. 


PAIN MALIGNANT DISEASE 


Malignant disease about the head and neck 
often associated with severe and intractable pain. 
many instances these conditions are not 
rapidly progressive nature, and patients may sur- 
vive for several years. Pain, however, may make 
life unbearable, and the use increasing amounts 
narcotics not only depressing but does not 
afford real relief. 


Malignancies the lip, tongue, cheek and ac- 
cessory sinuses may produce severe pain portions 
the distribution the fifth nerve. Interruption 
the sensory fibers the involved area will re- 
sult anesthesia and loss pain. This may ac- 
complished alcohol injections localized lesions 
section the sensory root the fifth nerve 
the pathological process more widespread. 
Pain may extend beyond the limits the fifth 
nerve, involving the palate, carcinoma the 
tongue, extending into the region supplied 
the cervical nerve. Consequently, careful analy- 
sis the location and extent the pain essential 
before any procedure undertaken. The ninth 
nerve supplying the palate may sectioned intra- 
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cranially and, the same time, the upper cervical 
roots may divided relieve pain their 
distribution. 

Sjoquist recently described section the bulbo- 
spinal tract the fifth nerve for the relief 
pain. The section made intracranially the 
brain stem and results loss pain and tempera- 
ture sense the homolateral side the face, but 
allows preservation the sense touch. Sjoquist 
used this procedure the treatment tic dou- 
loureux, but equally applicable the relief 
the pain caused malignancy. More important 
the fact that section the ninth nerve, the tract 
the fifth nerve, and the upper cervical nerves 
can combined one operative procedure pain 
the fifth nerve through subtemporal approach, 
and the other nerves suboccipital exposure. 
Following the production anesthesia and the 
relief pain, the local lesion may excised 
removed far possible without anesthetic, 
overcoming some the unsightliness the patient 
and those about him. 


These procedures are, course, highly technical 
and are attended some degree risk. The 
patient’s unrelenting pain must taken into ac- 
count, however, together with the prognosis 
the malignancy. Such methods treatment are 
really acts mercy which the patient should have 
opportunity accept refuse before resort- 
ing the steady use drugs. any event, such 
therapy should considered before the patient 
has become addicted narcotics.

APPENDICEAL CALCULUS 
REPORT CASE

LTHOUGH foreign bodies the lumen 

the vermiform appendix are occasionally en- 
countered, the presence true calculus visible 
the roentgen ray rare occurrence. Ap- 
pendoliths, which are nothing more than fecal con- 
cretions, are found with such frequency 
suggest possible etiologic connection. Wangen- 
steen and found fecaliths per cent 
their cases which terminated gangrene and 
per cent the suppurative cases. However, 
not within the scope this paper discuss the 
role concretions either the etiology the 
end-results appendicitis. 


Mitchell,? exhaustive review which ap- 
peared forty-one years ago, gives details numer- 
ous case histories the presence many interest- 
ing objects found within the lumen the appendix. 
Among the various objects which have been found 
were shot, pins, worms, teeth, gall-stones, bullets, 
fruit seeds, and many others. many instances 
these patients showed ill effects from the pres- 
ence these foreign bodies, and many were found 
accidentally autopsy when death was due

other causes. this connection, Mitchell quotes 
interesting observation Hevin the Mé- 
moires Royale Chirugie, 1743, 
“One notices sometimes opening the bodies 
persons who, during life have eaten great deal 
game, that there collected the intestines, 
and especially the cecal appendix, great quan- 
tity shot, without these persons having had the 
least inconvenience.” 

contradistinction the ordinary fecalith and 
foreign bodies which are accidentally ingested 
(of which there are many recorded cases), true 
calculus calcified fecalith extremely rare. 
Recent literature gives very its 
frequency. Bunch and series two 
thousand cases, have encountered only one 
occasion. probable that very few active sur- 
geons have ever encountered such case during 
their surgical experience. peculiar that such 
large calculus reported this case, which 
necessarily must have been present for some time, 
should not have caused previous symptoms. Roy- 
ster,* until 1921, gives the credit 
having removed the largest appendix stone 
record, weighing eight grams and measuring 
size the stone removed Bunch and 
which weighed 13.5 grams and consisted essen- 
tially calcium and magnesium phosphates. 


DIAGNOSIS 


true calculus the appendix always visible 
the roentgen ray, but because its rarity its 
shadow usually mistaken for the much more fre- 
quent ureteral calculus. barium has been previ- 
ously administered, persistent residue the 
appendix may coat the concretion and give similar 
shadow. The passage opaque ureteral cathe- 
ter will usually allow differentiation. Douglas 
and reported case calcified fecal 
concretion which was found the abscess cavity 
after the appendix had ruptured and which had 
been previously visualized the roentgen ray.

REPORT CASE 


W., white, married, male, age 38, and farm 
laborer. For the past few years has been heavy drinker 
alcohol and, except for occasional attacks “sprained 
back,” has never been ill. was first seen 
April 22, 1940, complaining severe pain the right 
lumbar region, radiating the right groin and across the 
upper abdomen. This condition came suddenly eight 
hours before, during which time 
Temperature was 98.2 Fahrenheit, pulse per minute, and 
respirations per minute. 


Physical examination revealed muscular, ruddy male, 
who was unable lie still because the severe pain. 
was moderately tender over the right kidney, but the kidney 
could not palpated. Palpation the abdomen revealed 
moderate, guarded rigidity over the entire abdomen, but 
there were areas tenderness, although said felt 
“sore” over the entire upper abdomen. There was fre- 
quency dysuria and hematuria was noted. had 
taken two enemata during the night without relief. diag- 
nosis right ureteral colic was made, and was given 
0.030 gram (one-half grain) morphin sulphate hypo- 
dermically. was again seen twelve hours later. 
had obtained relief from the previous hypodermic. 
Symptoms and physical findings were identical with the 
previous examination. There was abdominal tenderness. 
The urine was normal except for occasional pus cell. 
The blood picture that time showed per cent hemo- 
globin (Sahli), 4,600,000 red blood cells, and 6,200 white 
blood cells, with normal differential count. was 
again given 0.030 gram (one-half grain) morphin hypo- 
dermically. When was seen the next morning (thirty- 
two hours after the onset), still had obtained relief 
from the pain although had taken five tablets panto- 
pon mouth, each containing 0.020 gram (one-third 
grain). 

Temperature was degrees Fahrenheit, and pulse 78. 
The urine was normal and was negative for blood, both 
chemically and microscopically. was still moderately 
tender over the right kidney, but time did com- 
plain pain tenderness over the right lower quadrant. 
plain x-ray (Fig. was taken the abdomen, and 
revealed huge calculus the right upper part the 
true pelvis the lower margin the sacro-iliac joint.

enormous amount gas was seen distend the 
bowels. This !atter finding was peculiar, the patient’s 
abdomen was almost scaphoid. The large amount gas 
confused the diagnosis since, although the calculus had 
all the characteristics large ureteral stone, the possi- 
bility large calculus, probably gall-stone, obstruct- 
ing the bowel was taken into consideration. was 
treated conservatively, and twenty-four hours later, follow- 
ing enema and injection prostigmin, another plain 
film was taken. The roentgen findings were identical. His 
symptoms and physical findings were the same. Tempera- 
ture was normal and urinalysis was entirely negative. 
Intravenous pyelography was then performed. Films 
taken five minutes after the injection the dye showed 
the calculus the same position, the right kidney seemed 
enlarged, and dye could seen the right kidney 
pelvis, although dye showed the left kidney pelvis. An- 
other film (Fig. was taken fifteen minutes after the in- 
jection the dye. The dye was plainly visible the left 
kidney pelvis. dye could seen the right kidney 
pelvis, and the right kidney seemed greatly enlarged. 
diagnosis calculus the lower third the right 
ureter with hydronephrosis was made. 

Because the clear-cut findings intravenous urogra- 
phy, was not deemed necessary perform retrograde 
catheterization the right ureter. But later events 
proved, such procedure would probably have changed 
the diagnosis. 

was performed fifty-six hours 
after the onset symptoms, under spinal anesthesia. 
midline surprapubic incision was made, the peritoneal 
fold was retracted upward, and the right ureter was ex- 
posed its lower third. calculus was found. The 
peritoneal cavity was then opened. The peritoneum itself 
and the intestines appeared normal. The appendix was 
easily brought out into the wound. was lying free and 
the large size its proximal end, together with its firm 
consistency, immediately revealed that the calculus was 
lying within the lumen the appendix. The distal end 
the appendix was firm but not acutely inflamed. The ap- 
pendix was easily removed the usual fashion. x-ray 
film (Fig. the specimen, taken immediately, showed 
the identical calcified shadow the pictures taken pre- 
operatively. The anterior abdominal wall was closed 
the usual manner. Convalescence was uneventful, the 
patient leaving the hospital the tenth postoperative day 
and returning his usual occupation six weeks. 


Grossly, the entire proximal half the appendix was 
filled the calculus (Fig. 4). The serosa over the calculus 
was smooth and blanched, while its distal half con- 
tained few dilated vessels. Nowhere was there any evi- 
dence acute inflammatory reaction. When the ap- 
pendix was opened the entire wall around the calculus 
was greatly thickened and felt like cartilage. The stone 
was easily extracted and the mucosa throughout the entire 
organ was thickened, but normal.

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CONCLUSIONS 


From search the literature appears 
that this the third largest appendiceal calculus 
record, being surpassed that Bunch and 
Adcock and that Packard. 


Possibility extraureteral calculi must 
considered all calcified shadows the region 
the ureters. 


Reliance intravenous urography alone will 
frequently lead erroneous conclusions, and all 
such suspicious shadows should have roentgeno- 
grams made the lateral position, with the opaque 
ureteral catheter place. 


Foreign bodies may present the ap- 
pendix for considerable time without causing acute 
inflammatory changes that organ.

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OPERATIVE-SUPPORTIVE TREATMENT 
VARICOSE ULCERS* 
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San Francisco 


LTHOUGH the treatment varicose ulcer 
has received great deal attention from the 
profession, our experience has led believe 
that many physicians are not yet fully acquainted 
with the methods for successful healing which are 
available, nor with the anatomical and physiological 
principles upon which these procedures are based. 
still see, for example, the application salves 
and antiseptic preparations the ulcer, apparently 
the assumption that the etiologic factor in- 
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fectious inflammatory nature. Moreover, 
frequently find patients who have been insufficiently 
benefited and surgical procedures 
which have been applied without full realization 
the principles involved. Indeed, certain stages 
the development our own technique have 
been guilty some these faults. 


our purpose, therefore, describe this 
paper the anomalies which are responsible for ulcer 
formation and present type therapy, de- 
signed correct them, which has been quite 
successful our hands. The methods are not 
original with us, except for certain individualized 
adaptations. 

ETIOLOGY 


The various theories etiology will not dis- 
cussed here, since they have been described fully 
wish only point out, first, that 
the end-result valvular incompetence which 
associated with reflux blood flow and increase 
the venous blood pressure the superficial 
deep venous systems and, second, that the increase 
venous pressure tends reduce, and certain 
circumstances actually neutralize, the osmotic 
pressure the blood colloids whose purpose 
draw tissue fluid into the venous capillaries. 
result, fluid retained the tissue spaces and 
may give rise either localized edema, cell death, 
and ulcer formation, the diffuse edema, eryth- 
ema, and scaly skin which has been called “vari- 
cose The incompetency most often seen 
involves the valve the long saphenous vein 
located just distal the sapheno-femoral junction. 
Incompetency may also present the short 
saphenous, the thigh lower leg perforator 
veins. Usually observed singly, although more 
than one vein may involved. When this occurs 
may difficult, even impossible, discover 
all the points leakage. such cases the 
treatment the varices raised from the level 
simple procedure that complex diag- 
nostic and therapeutic problem. 


EXAMINATION 


The patient questioned for evidence dia- 
betes, thrombophlebitis (past present), heredi- 
tary varicosis, and recurring ulceration. The state 
the general and peripheral arterial circulation 
studied, and the veins are tested for valvular 
incompetencies and for patency the deep venous 
system. The former are determined the multiple 
tourniquet method, and the latter modification 
the von Perthe test. These procedures are well 
known and need not described here. 


TREATMENT 


Successful treatment directed toward correct- 
ing the defects normal function. comprises, 
first, the interruption the reflux “private 
circulation” the superficial venous sec- 
ond, the obliteration the long stretches in- 
effectively valved, superficial venous channels and, 
third, the rapid elimination edema and indura- 
tion.

ligation the incompetent perforator veins and 
their tributaries the connection with the deep 
system. the case the long and short saphe- 
nous veins, this treatment includes, first, ligation 
and division the affected vessel its junction 
with the femoral popliteal vein, respectively 
second, ligation and division all the branches 
the superficial vein within centimeters 
the anastomosis; and, third, excision 
centimeters the proximal portion the main 
superficial vein. This form surgical treatment 
can used patients who have recovered com- 
pletely from femoral iliac thrombophlebitis 
incompetencies the superficial veins are causing 
trouble and the deep veins are patent. 


Recently, Linton and have added 
our procedures method for the ligation, single 
operation, large numbers the perforator veins 
the medial lateral side the lower leg. 
gives promise yielding useful results, whenever 
the valves these veins are incompetent. 


Steps Treatment.—The injection treatment 
comprises, first, preliminary intravenous test 
the sensitivity the patient, with one-half cubic 
centimeter the drug used; second, the 
sclerosing solution* into the distal end the 
long short saphenous vein the time the 
operation needle ureteral catheter attached 
the syringe; and, third, the occlusion any 
remaining patent varices subsequent office 
clinic visits. 

Supportive Treatment.—The supportive treat- 
ment perhaps the most spectacular part the 
entire procedure, and the one wish 
emphasize, since possible this method alone 
rapidly heal ulcer which has persisted for 
months years under the conventional treatment 
with salves, skin grafts, and so-called bed rest. 
particularly important because allows the 
patient and about, and often work while 
the ulcer heals. employed us, consists 
the following steps: first, the judicious application 
per cent AgNO, the skin and ulcer sur- 
face control tinea; second, covering ad- 
hesive tape directly over the ulcer; third, layer 
cotton from toes knee protect the skin

hold the cotton and sponge place; sixth, firm 
adhesive tape strapping. 

The application the adhesive support requires 
great care. Except the presence reduced 
arterial circulation should put over the ulcer, 
and the indurated and the edematous areas, with 
all the force the command the operator. 
Spectators have remarked that surprising the 
leg will stand the degree pressure used. the 
same time the tape must applied smoothly and 
such manner that band-like compressions are 
not created over the dorsum the foot the 
Achilles tendon. The former prevented 
placing the adhesive obliquely across the foot while 
the foot marked dorsiflexion; the latter, 
padding the tendon with cotton. The steps which 
are used applying the adhesive tape are fol- 
circular band three-inch tape wrapped 
about the ankle little above the malleoli with full 
force. This the anchoring layer. Then stirrup- 
like piece three-inch tape put around the sole 
the foot and attached firmly both sides 
the anchor. two-inch piece adhesive now 
placed distal the anchor overlap the 
latter about one inch, with the loop around the 
Achilles tendon, With the foot dorsiflexion 
the ends the adhesive tape are then crossed ob- 
liquely and anteriorly over the dorsum. Three-inch 
adhesive now applied firmly the remainder 
the dorsum and sole the foot, far as, but not 
covering, the first and fifth metatarsophalangeal 
joints. The encasement the foot not accom- 
plished with the same force that used the leg, 
since the foot rarely the seat any edema. This 
procedure intended prevent swelling from 
developing the foot result the application 
the strapping the higher levels. 

When the foot covered, overlapping circular 
layers three-inch adhesive tape are placed around 
the leg from the anchor point little below the 
tibial tubercle. They are applied with full force. 
The top layer attached the skin for width 
about one inch above the top the cotton layer. 
This holds the adhesive the leg and prevents 
downward slipping. particularly important 
persons with sloping lower legs. 

Occasionally patient’s skin sensitive 
adhesive that this support cannot used even with 
the cotton protection. Under these circumstances 
two four-inch ACE bandages are used place 
the adhesive tape and are sewed together prevent 
slipping. 

first the supportive dressing changed two 
three times weekly the drainage consider- 
able. Then may changed only once weekly 
until the ulcer well healed, and the skin becomes

The methods used are approximately the same

Occasionally, when the ulcer large, pinch 
grafts are used hasten healing. change 
the general treatment necessary insure high 
percentage except that the silver nitrate 
solution withheld from the granulations, and the 
adhesive covering the ulcer applied carefully 
not disturb the transplants. 

RESULTS 

Seventy-seven patients with ulcer have been 
treated during the past two years. Sixteen these 
developed the lesion following femoral thrombo- 
phlebitis. Two the patients with saphenous- 
system ulcers had advanced arteriosclerotic ob- 
struction the leg vessels. They healed very satis- 
factorily. should noted, however, that much 
less pressure was used these patients than 
those whose arterial circulation was adequate. The 
table presents briefly the data size lesion, 
rate healing, and recurrence. The recurrences 
were initiated trauma the skin over the healed 
from two four weeks was required. All the 
patients with thrombophlebitic ulcers and several 
those with simple saphenous vein ulcers required 
prolonged elastic stocking support because per- 
sistent edema. 


general, the condition the patients follow- 
ing the combined treatment gives promise more 
lasting results than have been obtained any other 
measures which have used. 


SUMMARY 


Seventy-seven patients with varicose ulcer 
have been treated during the past two years with 
the combined operative-injective-supportive pro- 
cedure. 

The method has very materially improved 
the results the care varicose ulcers, and 
permits the patient ambulatory. 

The average rate healing was from thirty 
thirty-two days. 

Some patients required prolonged support 
because persistent edema. 

When the case properly selected and care- 
fully treated, advanced arterial insufficiency not 
contraindication the use supportive therapy. 

Sufficient time has not yet elapsed permit 
decisive opinion given concerning the long- 
term effects this form therapy, although the 
results which have been obtained are very favor- 
able.

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ROLE CAUDA EQUINA LESIONS 
THE PRODUCTION CONSTIPATION 
AND URINARY RETENTION

ONSTIPATION difficult definition but 

generally agreed that there should one 
bulky and formed evacuation daily criterion 
normal colonic function. have looked upon 
constipation two varieties, (1) atonic, because 
the presence abnormal dilatation and redun- 
dancies the colon often associated with large 
absent haustrations and (2) spastic, because the 
presence irritable colon, with spasm some 
its portions and often showing small, poorly de- 
veloped and irregularly shaped haustrations. That 
both these states have been cured attention 
the establishment proper diet, fluid intake, 
regular habits eating and personal hygiene, and 
regular and daily forms exercise, one will 
deny. However, since some these cases are bene- 
fited certain drugs, such as, the atropin group, 
phenobarbital, pituitrin, prostigmin 
leads the conclusion that neurogenic factor 
also involved the production constipation 
these drugs act upon the sympathetic 
sympathetic extrinsic nerve supply the colon and 
its sphincters. This effect drugs may the 
nerve endings the viscus, for example atropin, 
upon the higher autonomic centers the hypo- 
thalamus, illustrated the effect pheno- 
barbital. 

The disturbance appears only 
functional most the cases constipation but 
one may encounter other cases which suggest the 
possibility spinal cord lesion being respon- 
sible for the constipation.

When the sympathetic nerves are stimu- 
lated, contraction the sphincters the rectum 
and bladder and dilatation the walls these 
organs take place. the parasympathetic nerves 
are stimulated, opposite effect occurs, 
laxation the sphincters and contraction the 
walls. The action the sympathetics “filling” 
and that the parasympathetics “emptying.” 
Both these systems have their fibers ending 
the muscular wall each viscus, and the case 
the colon they end plexuses with- 
out which peristalsis could not occur. Some fibers 
end Meissner’s plexuses which lie the sub- 
mucosa and control the mucous secretion the 
bowel. 


regard the reproductive organs the 
female, stated that stimulation the sympa- 
thetic fibers causes the contraction the fibers 
the cervix (internal os) and relaxation the 
uterine walls whereas, the parasympathetics when

There 
are, however, individuals whom this balance 
upset, and abnormal pathophysiologic reflexes

so-called neurogenic diarrhea and urinary fre- 
quency represent such examples. Such cases, how- 
ever, appear represent disturbance the 
activity the higher autonomic centers the 
hypothalamus. However, man there are well- 
recognized instances bladder and colonic dis- 
turbance that are due overbalance sympa- 
thetic action and many them, with the probable 
exception Hirschsprung’s disease, appear 
explained upon decrease parasympathetic 
action due some lesion the conus cauda 
equina, which follows either trauma, infection, con- 
genital defect, pressure exerted fibrous, carti- 
laginous bony structures and tumors. 


MEGACOLON AND CONSTIPATION 


Cases megacolon with constipation, whether 
the congenital acquired type, associated with 
without atony the bladder, producing urinary 
retention, are the clinical conditions that are be- 
lieved due domination lumbar sympathetic 
action. That this true seems substantiated the 
success lumbar sympathectomy, for constipation 
improved cured, the urinary retention also 
disappears, and the colon and bladder tend return 
normal size. 


Most cases lumbar sympathectomy have been 
done cases congenital megacolon, known 
Hirschsprung’s disease, and the results have been 
very successful, but not necessary here 
review the many contributions which have defi- 
nitely established that lumbar sympathectomy 
the indicated operation all cases Hirsch- 
sprung’s disease. 

The success the operation cases Hirsch- 
sprung’s disease led its trial cases ac- 
quired megacolon which are usually encountered 
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Fig. 


middle-aged people, compared with congenital 
megacolon which appears almost exclusively 
children. Many the cases acquired mega- 
colon received much benefit from the operation 
did the congenital cases, while others were some- 
what improved and some none all. 


Rankin and Learmonth reported improvement 
their cases acquired megacolon, but not 
remarkable the congenital cases operated 
upon. reported seven failures out fifteen 
cases acquired megacolon operated. Gask and 
Ross reported three out twelve cases operated 
upon for acquired megacolon cured, improve- 
ment occurred three others, but six received 
benefit.

There must not total paralysis the para- 
nerves, order that after removal 
the sympathetic supply the residual emptying power 
the detrusor muscle may more equal than 
before emptying the 

The patient must continent, through the 
action the external sphincter muscle (supplied 
the pudendal nerve) the presacral nerves are 
the motor nerves the internal sphincter. 

Finally, there must satisfactory renal 
function. 

Therefore, these conditions for the bladder, to- 
gether with that dilatation for the colon, should 
govern one his selection cases that may have 
their constipation and urinary retention either 
cured greatly improved the operation 
bar sympathectomy. 

Since these cases are not very common, seems 
worth while present such case which these 
conditions were present, which were produced 
lesion the conus; lumbar sympathectomy 
restored normal function, both the colon and the 
bladder, and the colon returned almost its former 
normal size.

Marked abdominal distention, with obstructive 
symptoms, often occurred. She was brought 
the hospital March 13, 1939, Dr. Conrad 
Baumgartner of. Los Angeles, for obstruction, 
which, however, responded enemas after two 
days treatment. X-ray March 17, 1939, re- 
vealed megacolon and organic obstructive 
lesion. 

saw the patient March 21, 1939, and urinary 
was also discovered—as much 1,300 
cubic centimeters residual urine was found. 
Cystoscopic examination revealed large atonic 
bladder and normal sensation. lesion the 
cauda equina, producing impairment the para- 
sympathetic nerve supply the colon and bladder 
was hypothecated. neurological and spinal fluid 
examination Dr. John Doyle, revealed noth- 
ing abnormal, but recommended lumbar sym- 
pathectomy help, cure the constipation and 
urinary retention. June 26, 1939, Dr. 
Raney made lipiodol injection the spine and 
filling defect the spinal culdesac was found. 

was felt that this lesion accounted for the 
visceral disturbances. June 29, 1939, lamin- 
ectomy the fourth and fifth lumbar vertebrae 
and sacrum was done Doctor Raney, and 
cystic mass, three centimeters diameter, contain- 
ing fibro-areolar tissue and atrophied nerves was 
removed. The sacral nerves the right side were 
atrophied and were freed from the constricted 
portion the dura. The lesion was considered 
probable congenital anomaly. 


July 25, 1939, lumbar sympathectomy was 
performed Doctor Raney, removing the second, 
third, and fourth lumbar ganglia each side and 
the presacral plexus nerves. Bladder and colonic 
function gradually improved, and when discharged 
home October 18, 1939, there was residual 
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urine and the bowels moved each day means 
rough diet and one tablespoonful mixture 
composed equal parts mineral oil and milk 
magnesia. 


check-up x-ray the colon barium enema 
December 1939, showed almost normal 
ascending, transverse and descending colon, but 
long, somewhat dilated redundant loop sigmoid. 
Another x-ray the colon (nine months after 
lumbar sympathectomy) was done April 
1940, which showed that the long redundant loop 
sigmoid colon had vanished, but another smaller 
loop was present the splenic flexure. The re- 
maining colon appeared normal except for some 
slight dilatation the sigmoid. The patient con- 
tinues enjoy normal colonic and bladder func- 
tion, and feels very well. 


Here, then, example case obstinate 
constipation and urinary retention that was due 
lesion the conus portion the spinal cord 
which there were motor sensory disturb- 
ances present that pointed the existence 
cord lesion—it was only discovered lipiodol in- 
jection. The patient was cured excision the 
lumbar sympathetic nerve fibers. 


Another such case megacolon with consti- 
pation and urinary retention which was due 
gun-shot lesion the cauda equina was reported 
and necessitated opening the 
abdomen relieve intestinal obstruction. 

While not the primary purpose this paper 
discuss the etiology and treatment primary 
dysmenorrhea, believe worthy some re- 
marks, since its cure has been obtained lumbar 
sympathectomy, and because, many these 
operated cases, much improvement has also been 
noted colonic function with less tendency 
constipation, even though megacolon did not 
exist.

that any spinal cord lesion responsible for the 
disturbance, yet quite possible because the 
association dysmenorrhea with megacolon and 
dilated bladder and because their identical ex- 
trinsic nerve supply. Such case was reported 
Abbott which megacolon, urinary retention 
with dilated bladder, primary dysmenorrhea and 
Raynaud’s disease the feet were present. 
spinal cord lesion was discovered, although 
lipiodol air injection the spinal cord was 
made. Lumbar sympathectomy cured all these 
four conditions. 
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excising the fibers the presacral plexus, 
one produces (1) vasodilatation the uterus and 
broad ligament, (2) stronger detrusor empty- 
ing the uterus from increased parasympathetic 
action, and (3) interruption afferent pain stimuli 
from the uterus the lumbar spinal cord. All 
these results may explain the relief from dysmenor- 
rhea lumbar sympathectomy. 


COM MENT 


must now recognized that the the 
extrinsic nerve supply the pelvic viscera, namely, 
the colon, bladder, and reproductive organs, im- 
portant explaining the presence megacolon, 
atonic bladder, and dysmenorrhea. 
ditions appear due overbalance sym- 
pathetic nerve function over that the para- 
sympathetic supply. probable, with the possi- 
ble exception primary dysmenorrhea, that mega- 
colon and atonic bladder often due lesion 
the cauda equina conus. may occur the 
absence sensory motor changes, and only 
revealed spinal cord injection lipiodol, 
illustrated the case reported this paper. When 
sensory and motor disturbances occur which indi- 
cate lesion the conus cauda equina, then 
lipiodol injection unnecessary. should 
emphasized that whenever such lesion dis- 
covered attempt should made remove 
before causes complete destruction the para- 
sympathetic fibers with paralysis the bladder and 
colon, when lumbar sympathectomy will little 
good, and death will occur eventually from 
almost inevitable urinary tract infection. 


SUM MARY 


Another case megacolon and cord bladder 
reported which was due probable congenital 
lesion the conus culdesac. This spinal cord 
lesion produced pressure the parasympathetic 
sacral fibers, diminishing their function, thus re- 
sulting overbalance lumbar sympathetic 
function and the production cord bladder and 
megacolon. The patient was cured lumbar sym- 
pathectomy following the removal the spinal

LTHOUGH the sulfonamide drugs have in- 

creased pleasure the practice clinical 
medicine, they have also increased its complexity. 
The multiplicity these drugs confusing, and 
one sometimes loss know which drug 
should used given case. the purpose 
this paper clarify the problem and outline 
the particular indications for the different drugs, 
used present. must realized, however, 
that, since the introduction the sulfonamides, 
there have been constantly changing indications 
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for the use these drugs, depending better 
understanding the effects the older ones and 
the availability steady stream new chemi- 
cally related compounds. Thus, what said today 
may have least partially revised tomorrow. 

The mode action all the sulfonamide drugs 
appears similar. Likewise, when one the 
drugs superior another one infection, 
will probably superior all other infections 
well. This leads the conclusion that, other things 
being equal, there indication for the use 
any but the strongest drug. This conclusion not 
far from the truth. The principal members may 
discussed turn. 


SULFANILAMIDE 

This early sulfonamide compound the best 
understood drug the group, and for this reason 
serves basis which judge the others. 
From the pharmacological standpoint de- 
sirable drug, since easily administered, well 
handled the body, and excreted without diffi- 
culty, but anemia and cyanosis are exceedingly 
common complications associated with its use. 
is, unfortunately, less effective therapeutically than 
other related compounds, and being supplanted 
them the treatment many diseases. 
those conditions which has not been replaced, 
may merely the absence data the newer 
compounds which have allowed its retention. 

The principal indications for the use sulfanil- 
amide present are diseases where its effective- 
quite adequate control the situation easily. 
Here, because seldom causes severe toxicity, 
especially urinary tract involvement, and cheap, 
may used; but time will undoubtedly 
given entirely favor other compounds. In- 
fections with the Hemolytic streptococcus, includ- 
ing meningitis, erysipelas, and sepsis, meningococ- 
cus infections, Ducrey bacillus infections, urinary 
tract infections due coli and the need for 
prophylaxis before operation tooth extraction 
the presence valvular cardiac disease, may 
well met with sulfanilamide. When rectal adminis- 
tration desirable, this the only sulfonamide 
capable any considerable absorption. severe 
infections, initial dose four five grams 
orally followed dose one gram every four 
hours, night and day, the average adult. Each 
dose halved, the medication given only 
four times day, with clinical cure, and after four 
five days this reduced level, discontinued. 

Sulfanilamide has been applied locally 
powder paste instances compound fracture 
and peritonitis with alleged satisfactory results. 

Two other compounds, prontosil and neopron- 
tosil, should also mentioned. These were among 
the first members this group used clini- 
cally. Both are broken down the body sul- 
fanilamide, plus inert substance, and are only 
effective equivalent amount sulfanil- 
amide. There is, therefore, indication pres- 
ent for their use. administered comparable 
dosage, toxic reactions are frequent with 
sulfanilamide. 


SULFAPYRIDINE 


Pharmacologically, this less desirable drug 
than sulfanilamide, poorly absorbed, highly 
acetylated, and excreted with difficulty, but far 
superior therapeutic effectiveness. Infections 
which sulfanilamide quite ineffective may 
controlled its use. This outweighs its phar- 
macological and toxic drawbacks, even the very 
troublesome nausea, and would highly valued 
drug but for the fact that sulfathiazole equally 
effective and less toxic. present the indications 
for its use are narrow. serious meningitis 
any type, the superior penetration sulfapyridine 
into the spinal fluid, compared with sulfathia- 
zole, may valuable. However, sulfathiazole 
penetrates through inflamed meninges better than 
was previously thought, and should ordinarily 
adequate. Where sensitivity sulfathiazole 
present, may possible give sulfapyridine 
without trouble, although this means in- 
variably true. 

When used, should given initial dose 
two grams orally, intravenously the so- 
dium salt, and followed one-gram dose every 
four hours. Urinary output should kept above 
1,500 cubic centimeter daily, diminish the possi- 
bility the formation urinary calculi acetyl- 
sulfapyridine. 

SULFATHIAZOLE 


This the most important sulfonamide drug 
use present. has wide range potency, and 
fairly desirable drug from the pharmacological 
approach, although its rapid excretion may lead 
the precipitation the drug the urinary tract. 
Vomiting seldom severe, and anemia and cyano- 
sis are much less marked than that associated with 
the administration 

applicable wherever bacterial chemotherapy 
desired, and most situations the preferred 
drug. pneumococcus and staphylococcus infec- 
tions, definitely the drug choice. 

Sulfathiazole more effective than the earlier 
sulfonamides the treatment urinary tract in- 
fections caused organisms other than colli. 
Even Streptococcus fecalis has been said sus- 
ceptible its action, but this is, unfortunately, 
not the case most instances. This drug may 
used infections associated with the colon bacillus 
alone, although sulfanilamide usually entirely 
adequate. 

The late complications—fever, skin rash, and 
conjunctivitis—are more frequent and severe with 
sulfathiazole therapy, and its use infections re- 
quiring treatment for more than few days 
associated with greater hazards than with the 
sulfonamides described above. 

Treatment should started with initial dose 
one four grams orally, intravenously 
the sodium salt oral medication difficult, and 
followed every four hours 1.5 grams 
mouth. Urinary output should maintained above 
1,500 cubic centimeters per day. 

Sulfathiazole has been less used locally 
powder paste than sulfanilamide, but there 
reason believe would not effective that 
drug when this type therapy indicated. 
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SULFAGUANIDINE 

This new sulfanilamide derivative poorly ab- 
sorbed, and considerable amount the drug 
remains solution the bowel. has been sug- 
gested that may useful dysentery and 
cholera. few clinical tests have shown, however, 
that larger amounts are absorbed than was previ- 
ously supposed, that dysentery bacilli are not always 
eliminated from the stools chronic carriers, and 
that its use preoperatively before operations the 
bowel not invariably attended significant 
decrease the number organisms present the 
feces. decidedly the experimental stage. 

SULFADIAZINE 

This well absorbed, and apparently rather non- 
toxic derivative, very promising the moment, 
and may prove the next step the sulfon- 
amide ladder. 
PROMIN 


Although quite toxic, this drug also highly 
effective experimentally. Little can said about 
its future. 


SUMMARY 


summary, may said that, just sulfanil- 
amide gave way sulfapyridine, which turn 
gave way sulfathiazole therapeutic agent 
infections, now the latter drug may ex- 
pected yield still more effective drugs, these 
are introduced turn. also probable that 
drugs will developed with special indications 
based specific properties, The possible value 
the poorly absorbed sulfaguanidine enteric in- 
fections example this trend.

PUBLIC HEALTH ACTIVITIES AND 


Los Angeles 


HANK you, Mr. Director, for introducing 
your radio audience. 

should like tell them that believe the great 
lesson which the world tragedy today will hold 
for civilization the now demonstrated fact that 
those nations who have tasted freedom regard 
with greater love than the love life itself. There 
has been great deal talk about the softening 
effect which the democratic way life has had 
upon those who dwell within democracy. Surely, 
and large, have had greater ease and greater 
security and, largely due the fact that have 
all had greater leisure, those our citizens who 
have mechanical bent scientific insight have 
made the way life better for all the 
free exercise their peculiar geniuses. Now 
have come trial and are sternly standing 
the standards set for the founders our 
republic. They risked all give what have 
and who have taken that talent and developed 
into ten talents are ready again protect our 
heritage with our lives. not material means

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for which fight. Suddenly, see clearly that 
ideals and ethics mean more than wealth and ease 
and under their banners take our stand. Yet 
this hour look back little ruefully along the 
way which have come and wish that had 
done greater things with the opportunities given us.

SELECTIVE SERVICE 


The operation the Selective Service Act 
revealing the fact that 700,000 men examined, 
the condition health these men such that 
only 400,000 have been found fit for military duty. 
These are our youths, the age groups greatest 
physical strength, yet diseases teeth, eyes, heart, 
musculoskeletal structures, ear, nose and throat, 
hernia, venereal disease and diseases the lungs 
cause three out seven rejected. 


DEPARTMENTS PUBLIC HEALTH 


Our departments public health, with the aid 
our practicing physicians, have been given 
powers which take two forms: the protection 
the public against unsanitary environmental con- 
ditions and polluted offensive foodstuffs, and the 
protection the public against the dissemination 
from person person communicable diseases. 
result the efforts public health depart- 
ments along these two lines, diseases which could 
controlled environmental sanitation, such 
cholera, plague and typhoid, have begun dis- 
appear from civilized communities. Bacteriological 
and immunological methods have made rapid prog- 
ress the control communicable diseases like 
diphtheria. The establishment organized pro- 
grams for hygienic living through the slow and 
tedious process education has had its effect upon 
the national scourge, tuberculosis. Control in- 
fant mortality has occurred due educational 
propaganda which had been learned the cam- 
paigns against tuberculosis, and along with the 
growth health education has come desire 
the part the people for health examinations 
frequent intervals order bring about the de- 
tection deviations from the normal their very 
earliest stages. Thus the line between preventive 
and curative medicine has become obscure and 
every physician virtually becomes, his daily prac- 
tice, more and more hygiene advisor. 

The many service organizations which charac- 
terize the American way life have also taken 
their share the promotion public health 
one their basic public activities and then conduct 
campaigns for better housing, better zoning laws, 
systems transportation which open new resi- 
dential districts, better roads, connecting the rural 
districts with the cities, improvement agriculture 
and the handling foods. 

the last analysis, however, the official 
health agencies which must responsible for see- 
ing that public health adequately protected. 
the United States the fundamental unit health 
organization the local health department the 
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city, town country, which consists board 
health, health officer and his staff. Over the local 
health department stands the state department 
health, which also includes state board health 
public health council, which guides the policies, 
and health commissioner and staff, which executes 
them. The United States Public Health Service, 
although part the Federal Security Agency, 
exercises essentially the functions Federal De- 
partment Health. has direct control quar- 
antine the seaports and health problems 
interstate nature, and also serves guiding 
influence for the state departments health, just 
they turn stimulate and guide the local health 
departments. Thus, there close correlation 
the United States between the federal, state and 
local health departments. 


COOPERATION IMPORTANT 


But, finally, the success the whole structure 
depends upon the close the work 
public health each practitioner medicine. Each 
doctor fact state epidemiologist, because the 
law requires that shall report cases com- 
municable disease the local health officer upon 
form that provided the state. Without these 
reports activity the control communicable 
disease can carried out efficiently. Thus each 
practitioner becomes active participant the 
state’s organization for the maintenance public 
health, and the doctor who good citizen 
particularly careful about the discharge this 
public duty. 

WORK AHEAD 


While much has thus been done reduce the 
epidemic diseases, there remains great deal 
done for the health the individual. Anxiety, 
uncertainty and insecurity have contributed ill 
health, particularly the field mental illness. 
one million patients hospitals every day 
the year, 600,000 are mental and nervous disease 
hospitals. this land ours, which has the most 
adequate resources the world, there are many 
people who come home from work exhausted, with- 
out enough food eat, without the right kind 
food eat, greeted children who are under- 
nournished. Distribution surplus commodities, 
general relief from federal and state aid organiza- 
tions and abundance free medical care have 
helped through lean. years, but have not been 
enough. the period from December, 1917, 
September, 1918, when three million men were 
examined for military service, per cent were 
qualified. Now only per cent are qualifying. 
Our general population obviously not profiting 
the available advances medical knowledge. 
because cannot afford medical care 


CALIFORNIA SERVICE 


the State California the doctors have 
created organization which they call the 
fornia Physicians’ Service. run and owned 
the doctors themselves. means hospital 
and doctor bills may met those who belong 
this plan monthly fee basis. The doctors 
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the State California are pretty largely united 
effort make this plan success. You will 
probably find that your own favorite doctor 
member this plan, because out 6,600 doctors 
the state society, 5,500 have joined this plan. 

This organization operated upon the insurance 
principle and costs those who join very little 
for the immense service given, because the only 
overhead per cent operating cost. This cost 
diminishing proportion the plan grows 
size. 

Three different types policies may had. 
One insures against the cost surgical procedures 
only and pays the cost surgery and hospital 
surgical procedure found necessary. This 
contract primarily for large industrial groups. 
less cost policy issued which covers hos- 
pitalization only, but hospitalization for any type 
illness. The third type policy provides full 
coverage for medical care and hospital costs. 
present 30,000 people our State are cared for 
within this plan. the public learning it, 
the curve growth sharply upward. Member- 
ship limited employed groups persons. 
However, those who have salaries excess 
$3,000 annually are not permitted join, though 
many such would like so. The Federal Gov- 
ernment has recently shown its approval the 
plan and its confidence arranging pay 
part the premium for those farm families who 
wish join and who are already under the wing 
the Federal Farm Security Administration. This 
the contribution the practicing physicians 
the State California the social security the 
workers our State. genuine contribution. 
one getting rich result the operation 
this plan. Each doctor and hospital paid for 
work actually done and, except for the very small 
overhead for clerical work, all income devoted 
this purpose. Such fees are small but adequate 
and secure, and the doctors are thrilled see that 
means this plan the most complete and 
modern medical service can extended workers 
everywhere throughout our State. 

This but one the many efforts being made 
protect the American way life, while pre- 
pare preserve and defend whatever part 
the world may challenged.

been, is, and will continue one un- 
equalled significance. 

Today, study the records progress made 
the various industries and professions, note the 
changes social structure, and speculate future 
achievements, cannot exclude from our survey 
the obvious fact that the greater part America’s 
survival and continued development must cred- 
ited the profession which has kept us, indi- 
viduals, alive and able-bodied the medical doctors. 
More remarkable even, the fact that they have 
made, during the last two and one-half decades, 
more contributions the preservation life than 
all the years previous. 

Let picture, for moment, the health situation 
America the beginning the twentieth cen- 
tury. The United States was just settling back 
from three centuries wars and pioneering. Con- 
quest unexplored territory occupied the lives 
old-timers and immigrants. The great expanses 
which separated towns, settlements, and home- 
steads, plus primitive methods travel, made com- 
munication difficult. Due the high frequency 
illness from perils pioneering and constant ex- 
posure reinfection from Old World immigrants, 
ignorance pestilences, the obscurity disease, 
the scarcity doctors, and the superstitions upon 
which aid was administered, the system living 
was precarious. Sanitation was term foreign 
the populace. Approaching symptoms disease 
eluded recognition. Subjecting herself and her child 
the hazards unhygienic surroundings and in- 
adequate accommodations, the prospective mother 
was confined her own home and was delivered 
midwife. New-born generations were fed 
adult foods from the very start, and harvest 
1,500,000 American citizens was reaped Death 
1900, nearly one-third which died diseases 
seldom occurring today, well are their causes 
and treatment known. 


Thus we, part human race afflicted since 
its origin myriad diseases, and made stupid 
and incompetent thereby, and devoid scientific 
treatment for our afflictions, presented the med- 
ical doctor less than half century ago problem 
stupendous propensity. 


With the birth cities, the West conquered, 
state governments established, the nation unified, 
the institution more efficient communication, the 
successful establishment public education, the 
extension mechanical inventions, and the com- 
plex social situations created the spirit the 
new era and the increasing population, came 
opportunity for more Americans devote their 
energies physiological, chemical, 
research. Then, from the few general laws 
science known and accepted, and less number 
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significant discoveries draw from, medicine, 
know today, began change like kaleido- 
scope, and the physician assumed new role 
American life: responsibility for the health 
his countrymen unit—a duty finding disease, 
treating it, and eliminating from among the perils 
combat. The vision and toil few exception- 
ally outstanding medical men, and those who fol- 
lowed them through the pioneering phases mod- 
ern medicine, sincerely devoted the finest that 
the term “Medical Profession” implies, must 
credited for generous portion what progress 
has been made, what increased health fortifications 
now have: For the decrease infant mortality, 
and corresponding extension the average life. 

Therefore, the the doctor medicine 
the life and health our American citizenry must 
presented two parts: The significance his 
services since 1900, and his future contributions 
national health. 


Today the annual number deaths approxi- 
mately what was forty years ago, but the popula- 
tion 56,000,000 greater than This means 
that the death rate has dropped per cent less 
than half century excellent indication vic- 
tory over our microscopic enemies. also means 
that today there are more persons every 1,000 
our population who are escaping death from 
disease, illness, accident than there were four 
decades ago, that city 100,000 population, 
you have 715 more chances live this year than 
you would have had 1900. From this evi- 
dent that the illnesses leading death have been 
greatly controlled scientifically applied medicine. 
Typhoid epidemics which occurred yearly, are to- 
day not listed the census bureau major 
cause death. 1900, typhoid caused deaths 
per 100,000 population today responsible for 
less than Diphtheria, which then claimed 
death every 100,000 citizens, today claims 
only Four decades ago pneumonia killed one 
every 500 persons. Today takes one 1,500. 
Cholera, typhus, smallpox, yellow fever, and 
laria have also fallen before the relentless on- 
slaughts our nation’s medical men. Tuberculosis 
now only one-fourth the White Plague that 
was forty years ago! four years, our doctors 
have changed our attitude towards social dis- 
eases, and have persisted intensely the fight 
for control and potential elimination syphilis 
and gonorrhea from our bodies, that together with 
the recent new, quick, and effective methods 
treatment, and with premarital examinations re- 
quired least eighteen states, stand en- 
couraging chance freeing ourselves from 
disease which has ravaged man’s body and degener- 
ated his brain since before the Christian era. Infant 
deaths due congenital malformations and dis- 
eases have been reduced one-half, ma- 
jority today’s prospective mothers are cared for 
hospitals maternity homes. Diets for babies 
and children are now given special attention, and 
child supervision physician gaining popu- 
larity among the younger parents who realize that 


parenthood does not endow them with the training, 
knowledge, experience, and resources the doctor. 
These accomplishments have been due part 
research, course, but due the conclusions 
such research have been dispensed the public 
the medical practitioner. 

With increased successes and the voluntary in- 
corporation extended responsibilities, the private 
practice medicine has shifted its emphasis from 
illness health and correct hygienic supervision 
the healthy. Various methods have been employed 
this process. Public interest and support 
health programs have been acquired more 
appealing dissemination information, through 
more, far-reaching channels propaganda. Doc- 
tors the American Medical Association pioneered 
this educational aspect through the establishment 
bureau health and public instruction and 
publication the magazine, Hygeia. Our physi- 


cians have organized and published information 


bulletins, books, pamphlets, and speakers’ bureaus, 
and have sponsored radio programs. Realizing that 
man cannot forced against his will accept 
what best for him, the medical profession has 
been successful making desirous their 
services that the dangerous situation has now arisen 
regard how their services can made avail- 
able all our populace who demand them! 
now our doctors have the medical-economic respon- 
sibility providing system whereby every Amer- 
ican citizen can receive adequate medical care re- 
gardless his financial status. 

Already many experiments are under way, one 
the most prominent which the California 
Physicians’ Service under the chairmanship Dr. 
Ray Lyman Wilbur. Indicative the attitude 
the medical profession toward these changes 
methods practice, statement made Doctor 
Wilbur, who said, regard members group 
service: “Our sympathy, our sense ‘fair play,’ 
and our desire for self-protection and self-projec- 
tion all unite demanding that reject emphat- 
ically any suggestion that these people should 
given inferior service—a service that cannot 
label ‘good quality and reasonably adequate 


The evolution any system, inclusive and 
successful enough make adequate medical serv- 
ices available all our people, will perhaps, 
itself, regarded the greatest contribution that 
has yet been made our lives and health, when 
our civilization viewed historians the future. 


Also principal step the maintenance 
public health and continued conquest disease, 
and essential early discovery any disease 
processes, our doctors instituted plan periodic 
physical examination, and are striving develop 
public view that one person’s health illness 
everybody’s business. Therefore, comparing 
attitudes today with those the past few 
decades, find shift from that extreme in- 
difference, ignorance, and superstition matters 
regarding disease, one great enlightenment 
and constantly expanding health consciousness 
the part the American public. This remote 
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indication that the relief dispenser may also play 
with the lag have allowed occur self- 
control, equals scientifically the degree 
control have attained over our environment. 


The work our National Health Department, 
administered medical doctors and directed 
Surgeon General, cannot ignored. This particu- 
lar medical group has perhaps been more respon- 
sible for the success other practitioners than 
realize, for them full credit must given for 
guarding from exposure diseases carried 
our shores international travelers, and those 
immigrants seeking residence here. These public 
doctors have the task 


Medically inspecting and examining all arriv- 
ing aliens. 

Preventing interstate spread disease. 

Suppressing epidemics. 

Investigating causes and methods prevent- 
ing disease. 

Supervising and controlling the manufacture 
and sale all biologic products used prevention 
and treatment disease. 

Maintaining facilities for confinement and 
care drug addicts. 

Collecting, compiling, and publishing infor- 
mation regarding the prevalence disease the 
United States and foreign countries. 


During the past year, examination appli- 
cants for immigration visas, our medical officers 
protected from contact with 13,500 afflicted with 
condition disease likely affect their ability 
earn living. Another 22,000 alien passengers 
and 1,000 seamen were found afflicted with 
some mental physical defects disease. 


And finally, philanthropic, nonmedical organ- 
izations devoted promoting health, expenditures 
are seldom made without the advice and recom- 
mendations general advisory committee con- 
sisting competent, qualified doctors. 


Thus our medical doctors have lobbied for public 
health, and thus have they rapidly renovated our 
attitudes concerning self-preservation and physical 
well-being. 


Vast territory has been covered the four 
decades just passed, but boundless the frontier 
that the challenge the future presents incalculable 
possibilities. 

has been drastically reduced, but there are 
still 6,000,000 men, women, and children unable 
work, attend school, pursue other ordinary 
activities any one average winter day, 
account illness, gross physical impairment 
resulting from disease, accidents. score 
dreadful diseases are now well conquered, but 
nearly one-half the 6,000,000 are suffering from 
chronic diseases about 1,500,000 from colds, influ- 
enza, and pneumonia; 2,500 from acute infectious 
diseases, and appendicitis. For every death re- 
ported, there occur sixteen cases illness dis- 
abling for week longer. per capita basis, 
every man, woman and child the nation’s popula- 
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tion suffers least ten days incapacity annually 
from More than million are made 
inefficient hookworm and other parasites, while 
10,000,000 are victims syphilis, and 60,000 
our newly born, future citizens are infected with it. 
What laboratory for those whose occupation 
discover disease, treat it, and cure it, possible! 

addition this, 1,500,000 persons the 
United States are mentally defective. From 1,500,- 
000 2,000,000 others are diseased. Six out 
ten hospital beds are occupied mental patients, 
besides those cared for outside institutions.* 
With the possible effects disease upon the nerves 
and brain cells becoming more and more appar- 
ently contributory factor many forms in- 
sanity, mental health also now shifting from the 
field pure philosophy and psychology into the 
realms medicine and the hands the medical 
doctor. 

Thus, obvious that beyond the realm 
superficial progress American economic and 
cultural phases, true progress must credited 
the part that the doctor medicine has played and 
will continue play the life and health Amer- 
ican citizens. The future holds for him adventure, 
exploration, discovery increasing magnitude. 
His role one that will not finished until the 
last citizen free disease, and the sources 
infection are eliminated. His the future 
will greatly influenced the extent which 
project all that has been accumulated, through 
medical research and application, into terms 
human value and happiness for that part life 
that and coming generations yet shall live. 
accept that responsibility, our doctors’ efforts 
and sacrifices may turned toward other achieve- 
ments now not dreamed of. 

are paying terrible price terms life 
and happiness for those maintained institutions. 
Our institutions need medical aspect. Jails, or- 
phanages, old peoples’ homes, soldiers’ homes, in- 
sane asylums, all afford well-supplied laboratories 
for research pathology, bacteriology, therapeu- 
tics, and biogenetics. may even come about that 
the future, the doctor not hampered, he, 
instead emotionally unjust juries, will pass the 
sentence upon our criminals. 

The doctor medicine assists into life, pro- 
tects from ourselves while live, extends our 
span life, and administers relief death. 


And so, the evolution man continues, the 
United States survives the conflicts nations 
rise above the petty dabble narrow minds, and 
reaches, the centuries ahead, these social ideals 
(and even not), the profession medicine, those 
who lead it, and those who follow it, will have made 
the most constructive and enduring contributions 
the lives and health America’s citizens that 
this era has received.

TREATMENT

prevailing treatments oak and ivy

mopping small areas series with indi- 
vidual benzine-soaked pledgets cotton small 
rags, discarding each pledget rag after use, and 
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continuing until all affected surface has been 
treated, good deal the offending irritant can 
picked and removed. little gentle scrub- 
bing makes the removal more complete. course, 
any previously applied coating calamine, other 
medicament, which merely covers the oleoresin and 
binds into intimate contact with the skin, must 
removed get the underlying toxin. 
fairly fresh lesions this treatment not particu- 
larly painful. After the skin broken, the treat- 
ment becomes increasingly heroic—yet justifiable 
because results. 

After session with benzine the part treated 
should left exposed and fanned till the benzine 
completely evaporated. Then thorough lather- 
ing and hot showerbath (not tub bath) may follow. 
Then, itching continues, full strength Dobell’s 
solution may daubed libitum and allowed 
dry, may used wet compress. 

The whole process may have repeated 
second perhaps third time, intervals few 
hours, before enough the oleoresin has been 
removed allow healing but when this accom- 
plished, regardless the previous duration the 
disease, twelve thirty-six hours will see the heal- 
ing stage well under way. 

Sedatives, however, may have used during 
the treatment period.

California Physicians’ Service. 


Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur, Chairman the Board Trus- 
tees California Physicians’ Service, was present invi- 
tation and outlined briefly the objectives California 
Physicians’ Service, and the procedure that had been in- 
augurated develop into medical service organization 
that would sound financially, and the same time 
able make available beneficiary members the best 
quality medical service. Because conditions existing 
the time California Physicians’ Service was instituted, 
was deemed advisable place ceiling $3,000 the 
net income workers who would eligible beneficiary 
membership. The number members having ceiling in- 
comes was small, and consisted mostly foremen ex- 
ecutives whose good will and prestige made possible the 
securing groups other workers some the in- 
dustrial plants. Attention was also called the fact that, 
under present emergency conditions, appeared that 
considerable number workers who previously had re- 
ceived net incomes less than $3,000 would placed 
the ceiling class; and that take action depriving them 
automatically beneficiary membership might create un- 
rest and result loss groups having considerable 
membership. Doctor Wilbur stated seemed advisable, 
therefore, take drastic action the present time. 


general discussion followed, with reference presen-

Physicians and the National Emergency 


The “Bulletin Alameda County Medical Association” 
printed the following message from the president the 
Association, Dr. John Sherrick 

Much unjust criticism has been openly expressed 
members of the Army Medical Corps against the medical 
profession and its part in the present emergency. Existing 
facts do not justify these accusations. This feeling of doubt 
and mistrust is not held by the Medical Corps of the Navy, 
which has voiced its gratification and approval of the excel- 
lent response shown by its reserve officers and medical 
specialists units and by the enlisting of other eligible phy- 
sicians in this branch of national service. 

The statement has been made repeatedly from authori- 
tative sources that the Army requires some 7,500 physicians 
yearly fulfill its medical needs planned for the en- 
largement of the Army. This statement is true, if we as- 
sume that there will be a yearly turnover of this number 
of doctors. As a matter of fact, this will not hold true, as 
the greater number of the doctors inducted into the Army 
Medical Corps will undoubtedly be retained in service for 
the duration of the emergency. 

Moreover, reports are available from many of the reserve 
officers now active duty with the Army the effect that 
there is very little real work available for them to perform. 
In the face of such a situation, and with civilian needs for 
medical care so great, many honorable and patriotically 
minded physicians in civilian practice hesitate to sacrifice 
their present status until it is demonstrated that there is 
a more definite and legitimate need for their services. 

Again, the criticism leveled against the medical pro- 
fession fails to give the deserved credit to the thousands 
of doctors throughout the United States who are giving of 
their time and of their professional services gratis to the 
vital work required by the draft inductive boards. 

We are justly proud of the record of the members of the 
medical profession throughout the ages. Based upon previ- 
ous emergencies that this country has experienced and 
upon the daily services rendered by physicians in the free 
clinics throughout the country, etc., we may safely assume 
that the medical profession will continue to prove true to

Army Defer Students Medicine 


San Francisco (AP).—A new plan which will permit 
junior and senior medical students of Grade A medical 
schools and interns to complete their training before enter- 
ing military service was announced yesterday from Ninth 
Corps Area headquarters. 

Major-General Ernest D. Peek, Ninth Corps Area com- 
manding general, said he had received instructions from 
the War Department that junior and senior medical stu- 
dents may be commissioned first lieutenants in the Medical 
Corps, with the understanding that they will be ordered to 
one year’s active military duty immediately upon com- 
pletion of their internship. 

Interns and medical students who are appointed reservs 
officers will not be subject to registration or induction under 
the Selective Service Act and, therefore, may complete 
their training, the announcement said. 

Applications for reserve commissions from students and 
interns who live in California, Oregon, Washington, Idaho, 
Montana, Utah, and Nevada, should be sent to the com- 
manding general, Ninth Corps Area, Presidio of San Fran- 
cisco.—Sacramento Union, June 5, 1941. 


Selectees’ Final Medical Examinations Should 
Held Before Induction 


“Group examination” selectees for the United States 
Army, inaugurated last week in Redwood City and prob- 
ably in many other communities, sounds like a good so- 
lution to the problem of how to save the time of busy phy- 
sicians who give of their time free of charge when they 
make examinations of young men about to be drafted. 

But—it seems to us this new plan should be accompanied 
by some changes in the method of giving final medical 
examinations to the selectees. 

Fortunately the Peninsula hasn’t had many draftees re- 
jected at the induction center after they had first passed 
physical examinations their home towns. But few 
have been turned down from this vicinity, and in San Fran- 
cisco the other day 19 out of 127 men who reported were 
sent back home. 

Each of these nineteen, and others who have suffered a 
similar fate, had previously made all arrangements to 
spend a year in camp. They had given up their jobs, 
severed family ties, perhaps sold possessions, and otherwise 
gone through a lot of work to get ready to serve their coun- 
try. Their names had been printed among the list of 
selectees leaving. Perhaps they had even been given fare- 
well parties. 

Then they had come back home. Their employers had 
to arrange to take them back to work, which in many cases 
meant discharging men who had taken their places. They 
had to suffer the humiliation of explaining why they were 
home instead the Army. 


have quarrel with the handling the examina- 
tions by the local physicians. Those doctors are busier than 
ever now that some of the members of their profession also 
have been taken into the Army. Certainly they deserve a 
“break,”’ for the examination of dozens of young men has 
taken much valuable time of the public-spirited physicians 
who have agreed to do this work. 


But we do think the draft act should be changed to per- 
mit all young men to have their final physical examination 
by Army medical authorities before they sever their civilian 
ties. Now with “group examinations” being given, even 
more men than ever may slip by local doctors only to be 
rejected at the induction center. 

The youth who enlists is given seventy-two hours to 
wind up his affairs after he definitely learns if the Army 
doctors will accept him. And, recently, draft authorities 
have permitted men of large business affairs to get an 
Army medical examination which will indicate whether or 
not they will be inducted or rejected. The same privilege 


should extended all selectees.—Redwood City Tribune,

Alcoholic Polyneuritis Cases Not Aided Extra 
average time spent the hospital 
patients suffering from alcoholic polyneuritis [inflamma- 
tion many nerves once] who were discharged well, 
improved, relieved was the same regardless whether 
the routine house diet intensive vitamin therapy [treat- 
ment] addition was prescribed,” Dr. Madelaine 
Brown, Boston, reports The Journal the American 
Medical Association. “The economic aspect this con- 
clusion apparent,” she adds. 


Her findings are based study 236 patients with 
uncomplicated alcoholic polyneuritis, half whom re- 
ceived the regular hospital diet and the other half inten- 


sive vitamin treatment. the introduction her paper, 
she says: 


“No subject today possessed more ramifications 
more colored emotion than vitamins. Too many 
recent publications are based small uncontrolled series 
patients and large amount wishful thinking. 
the evaluation which follows, opinion offered 
the part vitamins play the etiology [cause] the 
treatment alcoholic polyneuritis. The question not 
whether vitamins are necessary the treatment poly- 
neuritis, but how much these substances regenerating 
neurons [nerve cells] can utilize. Can they utilize more 
than are present diet adequate for healthy person? 
the hope shedding light this question, some figures 
ward patients receiving the house diet are compared 
with those patients receiving intensive vitamin therapy. 
should emphasized that the house diet not deficient, 
that adequate all vitamins and that far better 
diet than that which the majority patients the 
Boston City Hospital have been accustomed.” 

There was significant difference the time spent 
the hospital the two groups patients who had mild 
moderate degrees polyneuritis, she found. 

“The results obtained among patients with severe very 
severe neuritis,’ Doctor Brown points out, “are little 
value, regardless the type therapy, since severe nerve 
degeneration has taken place and regeneration matter 
many months.” 


Her study was based upon the records the Boston 
City Hospital during the years 1920 through 1938. This 
period, she says, chosen because patients admitted 
the first half this period, that 1920 1929, were given 
routine house diet with additional vitamins, whereas 
the group admitted the years 1930 1938 received 
exactly the same treatment the first group, with the 
exception that the house diet was supplemented vita- 
mins the form fruit juices, egg nog, salad, cod-liver 
oil and vegex brewers’ yeast tablets. addition, some 
these patients were given parenteral injections liver 
extract and thiamin [synthetic vitamin B,], thus affording 
comparison the efficacy the whole vitamin group 


the therapy polyneuritis associated with chronic 
alcoholism.”

Stanford Symposium: Harvard Physiologist Urges 
Medical Attack Disabilities Accompanying Old Age. 
medical attack the diseases and disabilities old 
age, which have been given new importance the ad- 
vancing age level the general population, was proposed 
the Stanford symposium yesterday Dr. Walter 
Cannon, Harvard University physiologist, review 
problems confronting the medical profession. 


“Almost none the most prominent disorders senes- 
cence understood,” said. “The prevailing ignorance, 
may assume, largely due lack systematic study. 

“Death, course, must come when one another vital 
organ its duties, but while life lasts effort should 
spared make good life. 

Many Triumphs.—Medical science, Doctor Cannon said, 
has achieved many “beneficent triumph” over such dis- 
eases typhoid fever, diphtheria, pellagra, tuberculosis, 
malaria, yellow fever, hookworm infections and child-bed 
fever, but knows much less about diabetes, cancer, 
hardening the arteries and other diseases attendant upon 
advancing age. 

Still less, said, has done toward conquering calami- 
ties old age that may not kill, but sorely torment, such 
rheumatism, chronic inflammation the bronchial tubes, 
asthma, persistent itching, “which can render the period 
senescence wearisome and miserable.” 

The importance attacking these diseases, Doctor 
Cannon said, comes from the advancing age level the 
population because decreased birth rate one hand 
and greatly increased life expectancy, largely result 
medical science, the other. 1980, under the present 
trend, per cent the population the United States 
will older—22 millions instead the millions 
forty years ago, said. 

Study foremost subject study, 
Doctor Cannon suggested the mechanism which keeps the 
body’s life fluids delicate balance. 


second new problem presented result the 
changing social structure, said, that the increase 
nervous disorders, manifested increased insanity, and 
rate suicide. 


“The ways which the processes the brain produce 
disturbances are little comprehended and the devices which 
might employed for prevention cure have not received 
the scientific attention which their importance demands,” 
said. “In the great asylums custodial care continues 
almost the only type treatment. And meanwhile the 
problem grows constantly greater and more startling.” 

The study drugs and their use healing another 
great and insufficiently explored field challenging medicine, 
Doctor Cannon asserted. 


Drugs miracles such the cure 
types insanity, the banishing diphtheria, the conquer- 
ing anemia, have been achieved through the use drugs, 
yet “in about third the medical schools the United 
States there independent department devoted the 
experimental study the action drugs and their use 
treating disease.” 
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That these problems attacked America becomes 
more important because the war Europe, Doctor 
Cannon said. 

“It seems probable,” declared, “that for years come 
the need repair the wreckage and the appalling waste 
resultant from the present titanic strife will leave European 
nations such poverty that scientific studies will sadly

Sickness and Accidents Are Defense-Effort Foes 
Dr. Thomas Parran, Surgeon-General of the United 
States, declared at a recent meeting of the American Medi- 
cal Association that it is high time the nation endeavored 
to make her man power as good as her machines. 


The latter rarely break down, but the former do so with 
slight provocation, Doctor Parran says there were 350,- 
000,000 man days lost in 1940 because of illness and in- 
dustrial accidents, That is equivalent to 1,000,000 men 
working a full year. And if 10 per cent of this loss could 
be prevented it would be sufficient to build twelve canton- 
ments of average size or five battleships or 16,407 combat 
tanks. 

The country should not remain complacent concerning 
this loss of labor power at a time when national defense 
calls for the utilization of every bit of available skill be- 
cause a day's work lost through sickness or preventable 
accident is gone forever. 

That is sufficient reason why every man should do all in 
his power to guard himself against disease and to preach 
and practice safety. He owes it to himself and to his coun- 
try.—Fresno Bee, June 18, 1941. 


Modern Medicine 


(This is the first of a series of articles on some of the 
ideals and objectives of modern medicine, as defined by the 
San Francisco County Medical Society.—The Editor.) 


The United States, living under its free enterprise sys- 
tem of government—and of medicine—has the lowest death 
rate in the world today, a report released by the San Fran- 
cisco County Medical Society declared today. 


“The free enterprise system of the United States permits 
any man to go as far as his abilities will take him,”’ the 
report stated. 

Free Enterprise Praised 

“All of us know what this free enterprise system has 
produced, It has given us the highest standard of living 
in the world. It has given the typical worker a higher paid 
job and a shorter work-week than is known anywhere else.

United States Deaths Far Fewer 

“In 1936 there were 11.5 deaths per each 100,000 of popu- 
lation from diphtheria in Germany. There were 8.6 in 
England. There were but 1.5 in the United States. There 
one qualified physician for each 767 people here—as 
against one for each 1,069 in England, one for each 1,307 
Germany, and one for each 1,596 France. the tatali- 
tarian states, where Government dominates medicine, and 
the bureaucrats pick the doctors, almost all diseases are 
increasing. Here all are decreasing—and rapidly.

Bacteriophage 
Loses Prestige 

Twenty-five years ago bacteriophage was the answer to 
the physician’s prayer. : 

It was the ‘“‘littlest germ,’’ able to destroy larger germs, 
and it was going to cure every microbe-caused disease from 
anthrax to zygomycosis. Optimistic writers prophesied the 
complete eradication of typhoid fever, cholera, plague, 
blood poisoning, pneumonia. 

That was twenty-five years ago. 

Yesterday, Dr. Albert Krueger of the University of Cali- 
fornia, one of the world’s most distinguished authorities 
on bacteriophage, said the “‘tiny bacteria slayer’ might 
some day find use in the treatment of dysentery and 
cholera. But for the others—definitely no. 

In a survey published by the American Medical Associ- 
ation, he and Dr. Jane Scribner showed most of the pro- 
posed uses of bacteriophage have been ruled out by careful 
research. 

So small that it is invisible under an ordinary high- 
powered microscope, bacteriophage can probably be detected 
with the new electron-microscope.—M. M. S.—San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, June 1, 1941. 


Council Hears Anderson Tell Plan 


proposal establish organization San Jose, with 
members securing low-cost medical service under a pre- 
payment plan was outlined to delegates of the Central 
Labor Council last Friday night by Dr. E. T. Anderson, 
local physician.

Health in Defense 


Doctors, scientists, economists, and social welfare ex- 
perts recently wrestled for three days in a conference at 
Washington, D. C., called by the President to consider the 


replacing of vitamins in food which had been “refined out” 
of it. 


Chairman Paul V. McNutt of the nutrition conference 
declared that we have “failed to keep up a steady flow of 
dairy products, meats, fruits, and vegetables from the farm 
to the city tables,’ and it is time to do something about 


replacing in certain foods the nutriment that has been 
taken out of them. 


For instance, Dr. James A. Crabtree, medical and nu- 
tritional expert, declares that, while bread is the backbone 
most American diets, not true staff life. 


“Flour refinement,’’ he says, “has removed virtually all 
the vitamins and left only a bland-tasting starchy chaser 
for hamburgers and such.” 


Sugar, he asserts, has been reduced by refinement to a 
mere fire in which to burn proteins. 


It will be the aim of the Government experts to treat 
sugar to ‘‘a vitamin injection” and so return it to its former 
position as a food as well as a fire. 


It should be said that this “minus vitamin’ condition 
is not the fault of anybody in particular, as the changing 
tastes of the American people have been accompanied or 
met by the processors of foods, and the missing vitamins 
can be and will be replaced without changing the taste 
and appearance of the foods to which they are added. 


It is the hope that through women’s organizations, 
Parent-Teacher Association circles, visiting nurses, family 
physicians, schools and colleges, clinics, radio, the lecture 
platform and the press, the people may be awakened to the 
necessity of cotperating in this health movement as a 
necessary concomitant to the national defense. 


Everyone should cotéperate, at least. A healthy citizen 
is the first line of any country’s defense.—Editorial in San 
Francisco Call-Bulletin, June 25, 1941.

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Status Physician’s Accounts Receivable Under 
Personal Property Tax Statutes 


Under the personal property tax statutes the State 
California, levy made upon “solvent credits” the 
taxpayer. The exact meaning “solvent credits,” the 
subject this article.

Section 2153 the Revenue and Taxation Code pro-

The California tax laws were revised 1939, and 
Revenue and Taxation Code was enacted. This code was 
intended contain substantially all the laws the 
state relating taxation. The enactment the code, 
however, did not clarify the issue with which are con- 
cerned, and, anything, rendered the answer more ob- 
scure. Section 113 provides: 

“Solvent means all credits except notes, bonds, 
and debentures. ... 

Section 112 

“Credits’’ means solvent debts owing to the assessee, and 

any interest thereon unsecured by a mortgage, trust deed, 
contract, or other obligation where land is pledged as 
security. 
Thus can seen that these sections reduce the term 
“solvent credits” meaning not different from the word 
“credits” itself generally accepted. Article XIII, Sec- 
tion the State Constitution 

All property in the State, except as otherwise in this 
constitution provided, not exempt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its value, to 
be ascertained as provided by law or as hereinafter pro- 
vided. The word “property,”’ as used in this article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, credits, 
bonds, stocks, dues, franchises, and all other matters and 
things, real, personal, and mixed, capable of private owner- 
Section 110 provides: 

“Value,” “full cash value,” or ‘‘cash value’’ means the 

amount at which property would be taken in payment of 
debt from solvent debtor. 
comparison Article XIII, Section the consti- 
tution with Section 110 the code reveals uncertainty 
what shall constitute the “actual value” accounts 
receivable. case has been found this state bearing 
upon this question, and generally accepted that there 
has been judicial interpretation the term “actual 
value” its relation accounts receivable.

account due within one year from the termination the 
services, will not defended the Society, unless such 
member has, before suing his patient, applied the Council 
the State Society for, and received, permission bring 
such suit. 

The Society will not defend member action

indeed pleasure review the latest edition 
Manson-Bahr's “Tropical Diseases.’’ For one who studied 
the older ninth edition under Dr. Manson-Bahr in 1931-32, 
and again in 1935, it is interesting to see the newer edition, 
and to refresh one’s memory on some of the tropical dis- 
eases that I so frequently encountered during my six years 
of practice in Nigeria, British West Africa. 

The book opens with two chapters life and conditions 
in the tropics, and discusses the qualifications and prepara- 
tions necessary for anyone who intends to practice in those 
regions. However, it is not my intention to review the book 
on the basis of its usefulness in the tropics, but rather to 
emphasize its applicability to both general practice and 
surgery in the more temperate climate of California. After 
the first two chapters, the book is divided into ten main 
sections and an appendix. The first section—dealing with 
Fevers—comprises the main part of the book, and is fur- 
ther divided into six sections according to the different 
causes fevers: Blood Protozoa; Blood Spirochetes and 
Spirilla; Bartonella and Rickettsia bodies; Bacteria, Vir- 
uses; and Atmospheric Causes. Then follow sections on 
Vitamin Deficiency Diseases; Abdominal Diseases; Infec- 
tive Granulomatous Diseases; Diseases of the Central 
Nervous System; Tropical Venereal Diseases; Tropical 
Skin Diseases; Local Diseases; Animal Parasites; and Dis- 
eases due to poisons, etc. The appendix deals with medical 
zodlogy and laboratory methods. Throughout, the book is 
copiously illustrated with color plates, half-tone plates and 
figures in the text. There are also a number of charts and 
graphs, and some very interesting maps, showing the dis- 
tribution of the different diseases. 


There are a number of tropical diseases that we see more 
less frequently the United States, and particularly 
California, first port of call from the Orient and many of 
the tropical countries.

Nigeria for three years and practicing, like a man in a fog, 
with tropical diseases about which I had no practical 
knowledge, it was a revelation, on my first leave, to study 
at the London School of Tropical Medicine and Hygiene. 
I discovered, to my embarrassment, that I had operated on 
a man with a case of granuloma of the bladder, caused by 
Bilharzia or Schistosomiasis, when medical treatment with 
Tartar Emetic would have cured him. had already found 
the Bilharzia ova in his urine, and had treated him with 
Tartar Emetic before surgery. After the operation, at 
which I had diagnosed cancer of the bladder, medical 
treatment was stopped. That, of course, occurred in the 
tropics, but during the five years that I have been prac- 
ticing in San Diego—a Navy port and border city—I. have 
seen one or more cases of the following diseases: Lympho- 
granuloma Inguinale; Amoebic Dysentery, both acute and 
chronic; Malaria; Undulant Fever; Leprosy; and both types 
of Bacillary Dysentery. All types of vitamin-deficiency 
diseases, such as Pellagra, Scurvy, and Beriberi are seen 
here, as are the tropical ringworm infections or yeast in- 
fections of the axilla, groin, vagina and penis. This is just 
a partial list, as it is only those that I remember off-hand. 
Then there are the other tropical diseases that we know 
occur here, although they have not come under my care. 
Some of these are: Rat-bite fever; the Mexican variety of 
Typhus; Mycetoma; and the plague in California rodents 
that is sometimes transmitted to humans. 

All these, and probably others, are found here, but we 
do not see them often enough to remember their pathology, 
symptoms and treatment, and so must laboriously gather 
the required information from various sources, and trust 
that they are reliable. Such material is to be found in the 
eleventh edition which we now have in the San Diego 
Medical Library. It will pay us to read it more often. 

The advantage of this work, edited by Doctor Manson- 
3ahr, is that the data are authentic from both a theoretical 
and practical standpoint. The author-editor has looked up 
the literature to get the facts straight, and he has practiced 
in several widely separated parts of the tropics. He was on 
some small islands in the southern Pacific for some time 
before World War I, and during the war he was with
